THE DEPUTIES 


LAST MEETING BEFORE 
ELECTIONS 


Method of Representation 
Discussed 


- Proressor S. BRODETSKY, the President of the Board 
of Deputies of British Jews, presided on Sunday after- 
noon ever a meeting of the Board at Woburn House. 

After paying a tribute to the memory of the late Sir 
Osmond E. 
moved a vote of condolence on behalf of the Board to 
Lady Goldsmid and her two sons, both of whom, he said, 
were engaged in service Overseas. 

The President also paid a tribute to the memory of Dr, 
Cyrus Adler and Mr. Samuel Untermeyer, and. referred 
with regret to the death of Alderman Samuel Taylor, who 
had been a member of the Board since 1916. 


Deputation Not Yet Received 


The President moved: the report. of the Executive 
Committee, which stated: 

fhe joint meetings of the two Committees dealt with questions 
arising out of the request made to H.M. Government to receive 
a- deputation. It was eventually decided to address a letier 
to the Prime Minister indicating the attitude of the Board on 
the subject of Land Transfer Regulations and te request the 
Colonial Seerctary to receive a dcpuiution. The arfangement 
for the interview with the Colonial Secreiary is sal! pending. 

fhe Committee has received an initcrim report [rom the Sub- 
Committee set up by the Executive Committee to work out the 
practical details of proposals for the formation of- » Council 
for the relief of Polish Jewry. Certain matter had been referred 
back to the Sub-Committee, which will again meet shortly so 
Z that a scheme for the appeal may be decided on at the earliest 
opportunity, 


Polish Appeal Delay ? 


The. President said that the few number of paragraphs 
in the report did not represent the whole work of the Execu- 
tive Committee. Much of the work consisted in planning 
ahead. - He was stili hoping that they might be able to 
Start. the Polish appeal in May. It was by no means easy 
to arrange an appeal of this sort, in view of the fact that 
sO many appeals were taking place and so many prominent 
members of the Community were occupied with = other 
matters.

Election of Deputies 


Mr. A. S. DiAMonD (West London) moved the report of 
the Law and Parliamentary Commitiee. The report refers 
to arrangements made for Passover observance by Jewish 
interned persons and to the work of the Public Relations 
Officer.. Paragraph 6 reads as follows: 


The Committee received the report of the Sub-Committee set 
up to consider the method of representation on and the finances 
of the Board, which stated that it had considered the present 
method of representation on the Board and agreed that, whilst 
it gave opportunities for the creation of so-called “ pocket 
boroughs,” it was not one which could easily be improved upon. 
The original basis of representation on the Board was based 
on the Synagogue, but had now been extended to give institu- 
tions such as friendly societies representation. Under the

Arabs 


ECONOMIC EQUALITY 
THE NEXT STEP 


[From. our Correspondent—JERUSALEM] 


Will an Arab-Jewish rapprochement be achieved as 
an outcome of the present war? The question is exer- 
cising close observers of affairs in Palestine, many pro- 
fessing to see in the better relations that have developed 
Since last autumn an augury of the long-desired racial 
understanding. 

indeed, it -is surprising. that those who are busily 
formulating peace aims for the Jewish people should 
not have had the foresight to include a firm treaty of 
friendship with the Arab peoples among them. The 
attainment of the goal of a Semitic League of Nations 
in the East, based upon common economic interests and 
the ideal of social advancement, would undoubtedly be 
one of the main contributions to the stabilisation of the 
future world order. | 

By establishing economic equality in all matters of 
joint importance, the way would be prepared for political 
parity. The time has long passed for heed to be given 
to extremist views that either the Jewish or the Arab 
| people have no rights nm Palestine. Mutual recognition 
of their respective rights would transcend, in so far as 
the two nations. were concerned, ali other peace aims, 
however noble their aspiration and purpose. 


| Arab Students’ League 


One feature of the Palestine situation has been the almost 
complete disappearance of the rancour and animosity bred 
by the 1936-9 disturbances. A minute defiant. element 
remains, but it is being eradicated by firm policing: and the 
large bulk of the Arab population—I would safely put at 
99 per cent.—-want to share in the development of economic 
and social prosperity. Poltical strife is a back number now. 

One of the latest symptoms of this growing realisation 
among Arabs of the need for reconciliation is provided by a 
small brochure in English published by the Arab Students’ 
League, which is devoted entirely to social, educational, 
agricultural; and economic problems: and it holds up the 
Jewish cultural services as an example for Arab emulation. 
It is propagating the idea that the standard of Arab life in 
Palestine can and must be raiséd: and that is no less a Jewish 
than an “ intelectual” Arab aim. Jewish and Arab citrus 
growers have found a common platform to present their 
grievances and claims jomtly to the Government. Why. 
cannot this be extended further: afield” 

People who once thought a racial understandiog and 
Jewish-Arab co-operation unfeasible are now admitting the 
objective possibilities: But it will need courage to foster 
that realisation. |

BRITISH HONDURAS 
SCHEME 


1,000 Acres Selected 


A 1,000-acre tract in the Cayo district, in the west-central 
part of British Honduras, has been selected by Mr. Kalman 
1. Weisz for the refugee industria! project which the firm 
of Weisz-Budapest intends to establish. 

Mr. Weisz arrived in Belize, British Honduras, on March 

25 to complete arrangements for the purchase of the land 
and construction of houses. As soon as the contracts are 
concluded, Mr. Weisz will return to the United States and 
shortly afterwards will leave for Europe. 

By the time he has arrived in Europe, preliminary 
selection of the settlers will have been made under the 
direction of the General Secretary of the Budapest Jewish 
Community and Dr. James Bernstein, Director of the Hicem. 
The Hicem is making arrangements for transportation of the 
group to Honduras. 

The project. is hailed by the Dany CLarion, of Belize 
which states in an editorial: “ British Honduras has much to 
gain from the establishment of this settlement and Govern- 
ments should lend its. encouragement, taking precautions 
that settlers who may be dissatisfied cannot drift into the 
towns in search of work.” | 


AUSTRALIA’S BAN ON 
‘ENEMY ALIENS 


No More Germans or Austrians 


According to a statement issued by the Australian Jewish 
Welfare Society. the Commonwealth Gevernment will not 
consider any fresh applications for landing permits on 
behalf of German or Austrian subjects. 

Visas will not be granted to holders of landing permits 
which were obtained prior to the outbreak of war, if the 
nominees. are at present residing in enemy controlled 
territory. Visas will not be granted to any German or 
Austrian subjects who are of military age, namely, between 
18 and 45. 

Applications for permits or visas may receive considera- 
tion by the Commonwealth Government for dependent 
children or dependent relatives, providing that guarantors 
in Australia can satisfy the Government that they are in 
a financial position to sipport their nominees

or society in the Community, if it thought that its interest 

was not already represented on the Board, to make application 

and such application would be treated on its 
its, 

The ideal method of representation would appear to be one 
based on a register of individuals belonging to the Com- 
munity, but this was impracticable, especially in present 
circumstances. 

On the question of finances the Sub-Committee took the view 
that the present income of the Board was sufficient to meet its 
present expenditure for normal routine administrative purposes, 
and that any increase in the present rate of assessment might 
result in a decrease of representation. 

The Committee accepted the Sub-Committec’s conclusions, 
and accordingly recommends that no change be made in the 


present method of representation at the present time, and that, . 


as any improvement in the present method of representation, 
even if it were possible, would involve a radical departure from 
the present system, this could not be contemplated in present 
war circumstances. Further, that no altcration be made in 
the present rate of assessment or method of obtaining imcome 
for the Board's general purposes, but that if and when additional 
income was required for special purposes, appropriate steps 
should be taken for that purpose. 


No Better System Available 


Mr. Diamond referred to the various criticisms that had 
been levelled against the present method of representation 
at the Board, and said they had in recent years altered the 
constitution so as to enable the Board at any time, basing 
itself entirely on the circumstances of the individual case, 
to authorise any institution in the Community to elect a 
representative on the Board. Theoretically, the ideal might 
be some system under which the members of the Com- 
munity were formed into constituencies on some form of 
territorial basis and then an election held im those con- 
stituencies. At the present moment, it was impossible to 


- envisage such a system. Personally, he doubted whether it 


could ever be successfully initiated. 

Dealing with a criticism with which they were all familiar, 
that of. the existing “ pocket boroughs,” Mr. Diamond said 
it was ne use attempting to hide from themselves the fact 
that as things were now a great many mémbers. of the 
Board couki only retain their membership of the Board by 
paying the fees due from that particular Synagogue. That 
was undoubtedly a very undesirable system. However, 
they had been unable to devise any scheme for the improve- 
ment at the present time, al any rate, of the present system. 
It was not for the want of trying. ) 

In the course of the discussion, the Rev. M. L. PerLZweic 
(North-Western Reform) declared that there were the most 
fantastic anomalies about the constitution of the Board, 
and that if the Board was really to reflect. the opinion of 
the Anglo-Jewish Community, there would have to be some 
drastic alterations. He did not think that the matter had 
been adequately dealt with. He realised that it was difficult 
to have a system of direct representation. But it was not 
impossible, and the matter should not be dropped. 


_ Opportunities for Reform “ 


Mr. Percy Conen, C.B.E. (Association of Jewish Friendly 
Societies) said he was not convinced that. no reform was 
possible in certain. directions. They could broaden. the 
basis of representation of that body and now, above all, 
was the time to broaden that basis.. He commented upon 
the fact that. the system’ of “ pocket boroughs” was. not 
condemned in the report and. said the principle was one 
which they themselves ought to root out as soon as pos- 
sible. He proposed the reference back of the report. 


Absentee Deputies—New Poland and the Jews 


Mr. Conen (Golders Green) drew particular 
attention to the laxity of a considerable proportion of 
members of the Board regarding their attendance. It was 
about time steps were taken to remedy it. He suggested 
that in future, say at the end of the first six months, the 
Secretary should inform every constituency whose repre- 
sentative had not put in a single attendance during those 
preceding six months and that at the end of the second 
six months, if there had been no indication on the part of 
such members to show up at the meetings of the Board, 
the Secretary should again communicate with the Syna- 
gogue in question in order that the recalcitrant member 
should be called to order. 

Mr. Cohen seconded Mr. Percy Cohen's motion. 


Further Investigations 


THE PresipentT said that while he entirely agreed about 
the necessity of making the representation both scientific 
and complete, the chief difficulty was to find the procedure. 
He entirely agreed that this was not the time for anything 
really drastic to be done. in the way of reorganisation. He 
suggested that Mr. Percy Cohen and Mr. Israel Cohen put 
their amendment in the form of a recommendation to the 
Law and Parliamentary Committee to set up a committee 
to go into this question and to study it carefully. 

Mr. Percy COoHEN’s motion, which was carried, read as 
follows: 

“That in accepting paragraph VI, the Board asks the 
Law and Parliamentary Cammittee to pursue their investi- 
gation into the problem in any way it deems suitable.” 


| THE WORK OF DEFENCE 
Attack on ** Fifth Column Traitors 


._ Mr. M. Gorpon Liverman, J.P. (Dublin United), gave a 
report on the work of the Jewish Defence Committee. After 
referring to the success of their open-air meetings Campaign 
and appealing to Jews not to hinder the campaign by attend- 
ing in the audiences of these meetings, Mr. Liverman said 
that since the outbreak of war they had. in a measure 
reorientated their work. They were no longer content only 
to answer the challenge of the anti-Semites. 

They were determined to demonstrate that these anti- 
Semites were deliberately doing the work of the Nazis; that 
anti-Semitism was purely a smokescreen behind which they 
were carrying on their treacherous work against the safety 
of their country. They were out to prove that this policy 
was in essence not only anti-Semitic but definitely anti- 
British, definitely anti-religious, and that it wat the duty of 


every. true Englishman to help in exposing their nefarious: 
activities. 


Their usual routine work was being carried out very 
satisfactorily. The Press was being watched, slogans were 
removed as fast as possible, information supplied, etc. Their 
work suffered from the disadvantage of their inability to 
disclose all they were doing. They must risk that, as he 
would rather be criticised for not doing something than 
disclose to their enemies all that they would like to know. 
They welcomed criticism, and he gladly invited those who 
were constructive critics to visit Wobutn House any time

At another meeting under the auspices 
of the American Jewish Congress they had the unexpected 
pleasure and honour of the presence of the Polish 
Ambassador in Washington, on the day after this criticised 
speech had been made. Not only did the Polish Ambassador 
make no critical reference to thts speech, but he had said: 
“| extend my heartiest greetings to the American Jewish 
Congress and | hope to see in time to come that Dr. Wise 
will lead tn the restoration of justice.” : 

The following day, seid Mr. Perlzweig, Dr. Goldmann 
and. he, at his (the Polish Ambassador's) own request, 
visited Count Pototcki and had a long conversation with 
him on the situation of the Jews in Poland. He did not 
breathe a single word of ‘criticism of the speech and they 


left with the impression that the friendly discussion which . 


they had would lead to fruitful results. Two months after 
this speech, it was discovered and was made the occasion 
of an attack on the Jews! si” 


Equality Demanded 


He ventured to assert that it meant the beginning of a 
new drive designed to make impossible the creation of a 
new world which every decent minded man in Europe was 
hoping for. He would like to say, whatever any other 


point of view might be; so far as they were concerned, — 


they would in no circumstances be prepared to accept any. 
settlement that did not put beyond any possibility of 
doubt the full re-establishment of the rights of the Jewish 
population m Poland. 
_ if it was possible to achieve this result by direct nego- 
tations with the Polish Government, they should prefer it, 
and they made that clear to Count Pototcki in Washington. 
But if that was not possible they were not prepared to 
yield the possibility of securing the status to which Polish 
Jews were entitled, with the help of democratic opinion... 
Mr. Leonarp Stet made it clear, in order to dispel any 
misconception, that the speech was not made by a member 
of the Polish Government—the Vice-Chairman of the 
National Council was not a member of the Government. 
There were, of course, all sorts of elements in Poland and 
among the Poles now in France, and it would be rather 
unreasonable to be surprised—although they regretted it— 
that in a national council which was supposed designedly 
to represent all shades of Polish public opinion the voice 
of the Endeks was heard in their assembly. 


A Matter for Delicate Handling 


It was also important, said Mr. Stein, that they should 
bear in mind that the subject matter with which Mr. 
Perlzweig had been dealing, was of quite exceptional 
delicacy and required extremely careful handling if they 
were to achieve the results which they all desired. He did 
not think himself that they would get anywhere by the 
mere brandishing of weapons and shaking their fists at 
people. This was not the way things were going to he 
achieved in the post-war settlement. He agreed, of course, 
that there were fundamental principles from which they 
should not at any costs, depart. They were trying to eet 


something of practical value done for the Jewish minori- 
ties in Poland and in other parts of eastern and south- 


eastern Europe under conditions much more difficult and 
complicated than was perhaps realised by the Board. 
- Mr. H. A. Goopman (Adath Yisroel) said it was unfair 
in any way tq suggest that the remarks by the member of 
the Endek Party meant a new drive against Democracy or 
Freedom.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


THE TALLITH 


“I am here wrapping myself in this fringed robe . . . 
Even as 1 cover myself with the Tallith in this world. 
so may my soul deserve to be clothed with a robe of 
spiritual beauty in the world to come.” 


In such words did our forefathers keep ever living 


the simpie yet inspiring symbolic features of their faith. 
Surely for us this fringed robe has not lost its reviving 
power. Is it not still.a vivid reminder of the holiness 
which the worship of God in all its forms may help 
to bring nearer to us? Does it not speak to us of 
that attachment of mind so difficult yet so necessary 
if the objects of public worship are to be achieved? 
May not the Tallith, as we feel it about us, help to 
surround us with that peace for which we pray so 
repeatedly, and of which we find so little in the busy 
world outside? 

While we wear it at least we feel ourselves just 
Israelites, in touch with those niillions of our people, 
always praying, mostly sorrowing, sometimes rejoicing, 
that great company who have lived and died in the 
service of their God and in faithful obedience to what 
they believed to be His Law and His Will, Such an 
embiem as this'is nothing less than a link in that mighty, 
unending chain which stretched from the days of 
barbaric rites and savage worship to the purified and 
spiritualised ceremonial of ages to come. 

Often one thinks it is a pity that Jewish custom does 
not extend the use of the Tallith to. women, for its 
beauty and significance are far too universally human 
to be rightly restricted to men. Just think how, ‘in 
days gone by, the Jew wrapped in his Tallith faced 
an incredulous and sneering world, and how powerfully 
the mere garment itself, indicative as it was of the 
holy life on the one hand, and of the Divine. protection 
on the other, supported him through war, enmity, and 
suspicion—a veritable suit of armour to embolden and 
to reassure. | 

It is good that we should remind ourselves now and 
again of the reverence we owe for so dignified and 
beautiful a piece of symbolism,-so peculiarly and 
proudly Jewish, so appealing in its silent witnessing 
to the consecrated separatism of the Israelite, so 
eloquent in its call to us, lest we forget the solemn 
‘yet transient earthly life—our own and that of those 
we love: the garment which invites our temporary with- 
drawal from the busy, greedy world into the inner 
sanctuary of our own hearts; the gift of our parents to 
us at our Barmitzvah, of the loving wife on the marriage 
day, the companion of almost every sacred hour we 
spend in this holy place, so full of hopes in youth and 
of memories in age, and at the end, the last covering 
of this earthly frame when at length the spirit: becomes 
independent of its covering of flesh, and the task of 
both is done. | 

We cannot but feel that our religious life, often so 


poor and meagre, is enriched by such an inheritance. 


As we grow older, our Tallith is no longer white, it 
may be worn and old, but it has become a part of 
us while we are here, and we shrink from replacing 
it. Even as God sees fit still to watch over a world 
that is growing old like a garment, so may we find 


reflected in the Tallith something of the beauty and 


freshness of eternal youth which is God's gift of 
renewal to those who still seek to do His will. No, 
we cannot do without such symbols to-day. We must 
treasure every such means that has anything of loveli- 
ness or inspiration, either revealed or hidden away, 
which can deepen in our stubborn and anxious worldly 


lives a sense of those eternal realities which are all 


about us and wrap us round. And foremost among 
them, enveloping us at all times like a garment that 
never waxes old, are the Divine protection and love. 
Such is the significance of the Tallith, such is ancient 
Jewish symbolism, and such is its message to us still, 
We are the richer if we accept it, the poorer if we 
pass it by. The old teachers took it all as a means 
of deepening the covenant of affection and devotion 


between Israel and God: in the beautiful words of © 
the prophet Hosea, who saw, in the faithlessness of 


his own wife, the life-story of his people—words which 
are still recited day by day by the pious Jew, upon 


- the performance of another symbolic act: “I. will 
betroth thee unto me for ever; yea, 1 will betroth thee | 


unto me in righteousness and in justice, in lovingkind- 


ness and in mercy; I will ever betroth thee unto me in- 


_ faithfulness; and thou shalt know the Lord.” 


Obituary 


THE REY. JACOB PHILLIPS 
Long Record of Devoted Service 


The death took place in Manchester on Monday of 


the Rey. Jacob Phillips, Minister for twenty-seven years 


of the Manchester Congregation of British Jews, Park 
Place. He was seventy-two. 

Mr. Phillips, who was a native of Portsmouth and was 
trained for the Ministry at Aria College, was the eldest 
son of the late Rev. Isaac Phillips, who was for sixty 
years the Chief Minister of the Portsea and Portsmouth 
Hebrew Congregation. His brother, the Rev. Lewis 
Phillips, is Senior Minister of the Princes Road Syna- 
gogue, Liverpool, and his nephew, the Rev. H. P. Silver- 
man, is Minister of the Jamaica Congregation. 

Before going to Manchester, Mr. Phillips was Minister 
at Tredegar, Swansea, Sunderland, and at Port Elizabeth, 
South Africa. He was the first Minister to be honoured 
by the Governor of Cape Colony with the commission 
of Justice of the Peace. This was during the existence 
of martial law in the Port. During the Boer War, Mr. 
Phillips assisted hundreds of Jewish refugees, and after 
that war he did great service on behalf of the local 
unemployed as an investigating member of the Relief 
Committee. 


Widespread Commanal Activity 
In 1913, Mr. Phillips returned home to be Minister of 


the Park Place Synagogue, and after the outbreak of the 


Great War he acted as chaplain to the troops. He held 
reguiar services for Jewish soldiers in camps in 
Manchester and other areas. 

During his long ministry at Manchester, he closely 
identified himself with the Jewish and general life of the 
city. His communal activity was widespread. He was 
President of the Manchester and Salford Jewish Visita- 
tion Board, Chaplain to the Sydney Frankenburg Branch 
of the British Legion, member of the Committee of the 
Manchester and Salford Medical Charities - Fund, 
Hospital Sunday Fund, and Allied Societies; member of 
the Jewish Board of Guardians; Vice-President: of the 
Prisoners’ Aid Societies; and Vice-President. of the 
Jewish Working Men’s Club; and he was for many years 
Jewish chaplain at Strangeways Prison. 

At a reception held in Manchester in honour of his 
seventieth birthday, a presentation was made to him by 
the members of the Park Place Synagogue and _ the 
Council of Manchester and Salford Jews. 

According to his usual custom, Mr. Phillips was to 
have conducted a communal Seder at the Martin Becker 
Hall, Park Place, on Monday night. He leaves a widow 
and two daughters. , 


MR. ABRAHAM GOLDBERG 


The Rev. M. Lew, Minister of the Stoke Newington 
Synagogue, writes: 

By the. passing of Mr. Abraham Goldberg the Stoke 
Newington Synagogue has lost one of its most respected 
members, who had been connected with the Congregation 
almost sjnce its inception.

THE LATE SIR O. D'AVIGDOR GOLDSMID 


A tribute to the late Sir Osmond d'Avigdor-Goldsmid

M. Oungre recalled that as a young man, Sir Osmond 
undertook a journey to Canada, where at that time the first 
agricultural Jewish settlements were, being established.

“THE MORTARA CASE 
Death of Central Fignre 
The death at Liege, Belgium, of Father Mortara, at the 


age of .eighty-nine, is reported from Amsterdam. .He was. 


the central figure in the famous “ Mortara Case” of the 
last century. | : 

Edgar Mortara was the son of Italian Jewish parents 
of Bologna. In 1858,.when he was six years old, he was 
forcibly abducted from his parents by papal guards, to be 
brought up as a Catholic because, it was alleged, he had 
been secretly baptised by a Catholic servant-girl. For many 
years his family, aided by Jewish leaders in many Countries, 
struggled to secure his release and the case created a sensa- 
tion both in Europe and America. A final attempt was 
made when Mortara was eighteen years old, in 1870, when 
Rome became the capital of Italy, but he had then decided to 
remain a Catholic. He later entered the Augustine Order. 

The Mortara case gave the strongest impetus to the 
formation of the Alliance Israélite Universelle. 

Father Mortara had often been sent as missionary 
German cities and had preached before the Vatican Council.

For the past six years, THE Jewish CHRONICLE has 
persistently warned the British people that anti-Semitism 
rs the Trojan Horse of Nazi aggression, that the Fascist 
and the anti-Semite aim ultimately at the destruction of 
the liberties of ali the people, although their first steps 
are concerned with abusing the Jews. Warning has 
also been given that there are friends of Hitler in many 
unsuspected places, and that consciously or uncon- 
sciously every Jew-baiter is an active tool of Hitler. 

More recently a word of caution was addressed to 
certain elements who clamoured for the wholesale intern- 
ment of all aliens on the plausible grounds that there 
might be some agents of Hitler among them. “ Before 
unjustly branding the victims of Nazi persecution, who 
cannot possibly bear the Nazis any love,” THe Jewisn 
CHRONICLE wrote, “ it might be wise to see what Hitler's 
Fifth Column is doing. Enemy aliens are not the only 
ones who hang out washing on a line.” 

Events have justified this view. “ There are Quislings 
in every country in Europe,” declares THe Times, “ men 
primed beforehand to prepare for a Nazi invasion.” 


Dangerous Confusion 


But there are still many who are blind to this peril. 
Typical of the dangerously confused thinking on this 
subject is that of the Datty Man, which; in its leader 
last Saturday, once again attacked the aliens, and went 
on to say: “ Let us be clear about this ‘ Fifth Column’ 
in Britain. It does not follow the Norwegian model. 
In Norway the spies and wreckers were Norwegians, 
many of them in influential positions.” Of course, this 
attitude, which deflects attention from the real traitors 
and workers for Hitler exclusively on to aliens, who are 
just the marked men whom the subtle Nazis would 
hesitate to use, is a particularly dangerous form of error. 

But the DatLy MAIL came much nearer the mark 
in its leading article of Wednesday in last week, in the 
course of which it said: | 

“ Hitler has his ‘ Fifth Column’ in Britain, though it 
may differ from the Norwegian model. It is not to be 
believed that influential people, some in the defence forces, 
would betray their country to Hitler as was done in Norway. 

But we have a miscellaneous assortment of doubtful enemy 

aliens, Communists, peace cranks, and Fascists whose 

activities are a menace. Some in this collection may be 
spies. Others are openly doing their utmost to sabotage 
our war effort. It is high time these perilous people were. 

The danger that our position may be under- 
mined by enemies working from within has become far more 
acute now that the real clash with Germany has begun.”

Public Patience Overtried

The Jews Started It 


A FANTASTIC EXCUSE 


In Tue Jewish Curonicie of April 12 a letter was pub- 
lished from Mr. John Beckett on the subject of the Tavistock 
Peace Meeting. In an editorial footnote it was pointed 
out that certain references Mr. Beckett had made to Mr. 
Hugh Ross Williamson, one of the speakers at the meeting, 
were misleading. In the course of a letter on this subject, 
Mr. Williamson writes:

But 
before this became effective, I had spoken in Poole to the East 
Dorset Labour Party at the beginning of May opposing both 
conscription and the guarantee which Mr. Chamberlam had 
given to Poland. | 

I wrote an article entitled “ Socialism Betrayed.” The only 
paper which offered it hospitality was Action, and it was there 
printed with the specific note that I was not a member of British 
Union. 

For this article, the National Executive of the Labour Party 
expelled me from membership of the Party. 

I had been asked in the February of 1939—that is to say, 
before the publication of “ Who is for Liberty?”—to address 
the Fabian Summer School, as 1 had done in the previous year. 
The subject I chose was “ Fascism and Democracy. 
lecture was delivered on August 21, 1939—the day before the 
announcemen of the Russo-German rapprochement—and it ‘is 
this lecture which is printed verbatim in the British Union 
Quarterly for January, 1940, on which you make certain remarks. 
When the war started I tried to put the case for still working for 
peace in the correspondence columns of the three papers—the 
Mancnester Guarpian, the New Statesman, and the News 
Curonicie. They did not print my letters; and | sent it to 
Action. It is to this that you refer when you say of me ™ this 
gentleman contributed to AcTION one article in October.” 


My other articles in Action concerned the attitude of Trans- 
port House in the war, an article analysing the Blue Book and 
anéther analysing one of the White Papers, and one putting 
forward a political basis for conscientious objection. As you 
say, trathfully, 1 “ did not specifically refer to Jews in these 
articles.” I have not contributed to -AcTION since the beginning 
of January—and yet you have described me on more than one 
occasion since then as “a regular contributor.” 

You are concerned about my “ anti-Semitism " in the Fabian 
lecture You say: “ He repeated many of the falschoods con- 
cerning the Jews and, under cover of an air of impartiality, 
suggested many of the unfounded charges and generalisations 
which the street-corner Jew-baiters purvey in coarser language.” 

If 1 did this, I am sorry. 


Pro-Semitism a “ Danger ” 


Naturally, in a lecture on that topic to such an audience, the 
question of anti-Semitism had to be discussed; But I tried to be 
impartial, not merely to seem it. The danger, as I see it to-day, 
is not so much anti-Semitism as pro-Semitism—a suggestion 
that any charge brought against any Jew is automatically an 
unfounded * Fascist’ invention. 

I said in this Fabian lecture: “ There was no anti-Semitism 
in Fascist Italy during the eleven years before Hitler came to 
power in Germany. There was no trace of anti-Semitism (or 
even thought of it) in Mosley’s movement at the outset. There 
is, as far as I know, no anti-Semitism in the Falange. But, 


. by assuming that Fascism and anti-Semitism were synonymous, 


the Jews themselves gave rise to a species of it m both the 
Italian and English movements. | say “ a species of it,” for in 
neither case is it fundamental or racial as it is in Germany. 
And it has been adopted in a very modified form—and I sa 
this with a full sense of responsibility and having examined it 
carefully—as a defensive measure against the Jewish attack.” 

May I suggest that, had I any seeds of anti-Semitism in niy. 
nature, the one thing that would have made them grow would 
have been your persistent and unfounded attacks? As it is, no 
damage is done (I hope) to anyone. 


FACTS AND POLICY DISGREDITED 


_Mr. Williamson is one of those who advocate. attempis to 
negotiate a peace with Hitler. In our issue of April 5, he 
is reported to have said at the Tavistock peace meeting: 
“ To say that Hitler has ever broken his word is a deliberate 
and absolute lic.” At the same mecting he sought to prove 
that “Hitler has never threatened another country.” In 
the light of all this it is difficult to put any value at all 
upon -his judgment in political matters. It is, therefore, not 
remarkable that he should indulge in such a ludicrous 
statement as that in which he infers that we adopt

In 
the case of Mosley, we have first-hand evidence that long 
before his movement was even criticised by Jews as such, 
and even while he had Jews among his ‘followers, anti- 
Semitism developed amongst a section of riff-raff, moral 
degenerates, and psychological misfits who attached them- 
selves to him and who subsequently were, apparently, allowed 
by him to use his movement as a springboard for Jew-baiting. 
it was only after Mosley had weakly permitted these followers 
to yoy © in virulent anti-Semitism that Jews, very reluctantly, 
had to defend themselves. All the story about his being driven 


_ to anti-Semitism by Jewish attacks is sheer eye-wash. Mosley

LEAGUE FOR JEWISH-ARAB 
RAPPROCHEMENT 


Land Agreement Suggested 
[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM] 


The genera! meeting of the League for Jewish-Arab 
Rapproc t and Understanding concluded by adopting 
a series of resolutions concerned with the present position 
in Palestine. 

After associating itself with the remainder of Jewry in the 
protest against the Land Transfer Regulations, on the ground 
that they were not measures calculated to bring the two 

together for a mutual solution of the problem, the 

gue declared that it regarded as the sole remedy for their 

repeal a comprehensive Jewish-Arab agreement comprising 

a solution of the land problem to the advantage of the 
farmers of both peoples by mutual aid and co-operation. 

The League .also regarded “as a vital need for the 
economic development of the Yishuv and as a prior con- 
dition to a Jewish-Atab agreement, the extension of 
economic co-operation with the Arabs in this country and 
neighbouring territories. The achievement of this aim 
cannot be secured through shortsighted propaganda urging 
separatism and the mutual boycott of the labour and pro- 
duction of both peoples, but through their co-ordination and 
organisation.” 

The League appealed to the central Jewish institutions to 
place a solution of Jewish-Arab relations by peaceful means 


at the forefront of their political and economic efforts. 


Constructive political and economic plans are to be drawn 
up by the executive organs of the League. 


DESTITUTE REFUGEES 


Consulate’s Statement 
MAJORITY TO BE REPATRIATED 


A warning to Jews not to emigrate illegally to Palestine 
has been issued by the British Consulate at Galatz, accord- 
ing to the CURENTUL. , 

The British Consulate, the CuRENTUL states, considers it 
necessary to draw attention to the fact that the last transport 
of Jews which left Sulina on February 1 on board the 
ss. Sakarya has been stopped after a long voyage made 
under appalling conditions by a British warship and trans- 
ported to Haifa. The ship has been confiscated and the 
captain and crew arrested, The 2,000 Jewish emigrants have 
also been arrested.

TEXTILE INDUSTRY’S TWENTIETH 
ANNIVERSARY 
Enormous Progress 


The output of the Palestine textile industry is estimated 
at approximately £P1,000,000 a year, but imports of wear- 
ing apparel during 1939 were valued at £P1,067,000, Mr. 
Shenkar, President of the Manufacturers’ Association, 
declared at a Press conference in Tel-Aviv to mark the 
twentieth anniversary of the establishment of the textile 
industry in Palestine. 

In twenty years, textiles to the value of £P10,000,000 had 


‘been manufactured in Palestine, but imports during that 


period had amounted to £P25,000,000. Tracing the develop- 
ment of the industry, Mr. Shenkar said that in 1920 there 
were five small workshops with 20 hand machines, which 
to-day have grown to 100 factories with 1,100 units of 
automatic machinery. . 

Local products include cotion for fabrics, overalls and 
household linen, woollen and artificial silk, knitted garments, 
- kinds of hosiery, silk goods, and 100 kinds of woollen 
fabrics. 

Mr. Klir, one of the pioneers of the textile industry in 
Palestine, stated that there was at present a shortage of raw 
materials, but that it was possible to produce these locally. 
Palestine had at one time been famous for its sheep, and 
breeding could be revived to provide the textile industry 
with raw materials. 


TEL-AVIV PUBLIC WORKS APPROVED

ANNUAL CONFERENCE OF ZIONIST 
FEDERATION 


To be Held in Manchester in June 


At a meeting of the Executive Council of the Zionist 
Federation held at 77, Great Russell Street, W.C., last week, 
ut was unanimously decided that the forticth annual con- 
ference should take place in Manchester at the Daniel Sieff 
Hall of the Maccabeans, on Sunday, June 23. 

Mr. S. Temkin reported that since the reorganisation of 
the David Eder Training Farm on the outbreak of war, the 
financial situation had improved, partly owing to the efforts 
of the students themselves and the support of organisations 
affiliated to the Federation, as well as through the generous 
assistance once again rendered by Mrs. 1. M. Sieff. Cultiva- 
tion had been increased by over 50 per cent., after consulta- 
tion with Government authorities, and the livestock was 
being improved. 

The Council gave preliminary consideration to a plan for 
intensive Zionist propaganda in the near future, and the 
Secretariat were instructed to prepare detailed proposals for 
immediate action. 

Dr. Brodetsky gave a report On Zionist meetings which he 
had addressed during his recent visit to Paris and the 
contacts which he established with the French Jewish 


- Community. 


W.1.Z.0. WORLD YOUTH CENTRE 


Reconstruction Plans 


The reconstitution of the W.1.Z.0. World Youth Centre 
in London, necessitated by the outbreak of war, has now 
been completed, its membership consists of Mesdames 
Epstein, Horner, I. Margulies, and R.. B. Solomon, with Mrs. 
G. Olga Alman as Chairman. 

The function of the Centre is the education and prepara- 
tion of girls for active Zionist work and their future 
transition to the Senior movement and the promotion of 
Zionism generally amongst the youth. A programme of 
work has already been érawn up which the Centre intends 
to carry out with the collaboration both of the Senior 
W.1.Z.0. federations and existing Zionist and Jewish youth 
organisations all over the world. 

The immediate plans of the Centre, in addition to 
strengthening the existing W.1.Z.0 youth centres and groups, 
and the foundation and development of new. W.L.Z.O. youth 
groups, include the creation of Zionist sections in girls’ 
clubs and other sdcicties organised for girls. A new policy 
has been laid down aiming at introducing into mixed 
Zionist youth groups a full knowledge of the W.1.Z.O. pro- 
gramme and ideology and the encouragement of closer 
co-operation in the educational field between W.1Z.0O. 
youth and other Zionist youth organisations.

PALESTINE POLICY 


Repressive Measures Resented 
[By our Lobby Correspondent] 


There is serious concern among M.P.s about the 
number of persons who have been cast into concentra- 
tion camps in Palestine without charges being levelled 
against them. Labour leaders seem to have been 
specially selected for this treatment, and I understand 
that so far no satisfactory explanation has been given, 

Other incidents in this campaign are causing much 
anxiety. Representations are being made to the Colonial 
Secretary on the importance of intervening if an out- 
break is to be averted. 

in the House of Commons last week, Mr. GEOFFREY 
MANDER (Lib., Wolverhampton, E.) asked the Colonial 
Secretary what reply was sent ‘to the New Zionist 
Organisation, which on February 14 offered to assist 
him in. weeding out German agents from among the 
iNegal immigrants into Palestine? 

Mr. MacDonaLp: “H.M. Government 
naturally felt unable to entertain this offer from a body 
which is known to be engaged in promoting this illegal 
traffic.” 

Mr. Mander asked if Mr. MacDonald had not said 
that he had received no offer of assistance, and that 
if he had received one he would be prepared to 
accept it. 

Mr. MacDonald said it depended largely on the value 
of the offer. They regatded this particular offer as 


valueless. 
Boy of Fifteen Flogged 


Mr. Tom Wittiams (Lab., Don Valley) asked the Colonial 
Secretary if he was aware that on March 2, after the 
proclamation of the curfew in Tel-Aviv about 12 o'clock 
mid-day, a boy named Mizrachi, aged fifteen years, was 
arrested and fined 100 mils for curfew. breaking; that three 
days later he was rearrested on a charge of participating 
in a demonstration and carrying a banner, the same offence 
for which he had been fined, and was sentenced to twelve 
strokes, and that the sentence was carried out the same 
day although the defence asked for leave to appeal; and 
who was responsible for this injustice? 

Mr. MacDonald: “1 understand that the boy in question 
was convicted by the District Officer under the Emergency 
Regulations of curfew breaking and was fined 100 mils, 
which ts the equivalent of 2s. Subsequently, he was charged 
before the Chief Magistrate at Tel-Aviv with taking part in 
a riot, contrary to the provisions of Section 51 of the 
Criminal Code Ordinance. The Chief Magistrate decided 
against the submission of the advocate for the defence that 
curfew-breaking and rioting formed the same act or 
omission, and sentenced the accused, against whom the 
police proved a previous conviction for theft, to be whipped. 
The advocate applied for postponement of execution of the 
sentence, but this was refused and the sentence was carried 
out. There is no appeal as of right in such cases.” 


Two Punishments for Same Offence ? 


Mr. Williams suggested that what Mr. MacDonald called 
& riot was merely. a demonstration and that the boy was 
simply carrying a flag. He asked if it was the law in 
Palestine now that a boy of fifteen could be charged twice 
with the same offence and that separate punishments could 
be inflicted on him without any appeal being granted. 

Mr. MacDonald could not accept the statement that there 
were two punishments for the same offence. The 
magistrate, he said, took the view that the offences were 
separate and that two punishments were justified. 

- Mr. Williams asked-if the right of appeal was completely 
suppressed now in Palestine. | 

Mr. MacDonald replied that it was not, but it had been 
the law for a long time in cases like this that there was no 
appeal as of right. | :

Address to B’nai B'rith 


DEFENCE AND VOCATIONAL GUIDANCE 


Mr. J. H. Taylor gave an address to the B'nai B'rith 
First Lodge of England on Sunday last on “ Thoughts on 
Some Present-Day Jewish Problems.” 

In the course of his address, Mr. Taylor, referring to 
the work of Jewish Defence, stressed what he called 
“internal propaganda” in contrast to the external propa- 

nda. Never before, he said, had it been so necessary 

the Jew to live up to the standard of priesthood which 
Holy Writ had imposed upon him. “We must examine our 
ways and so live and so act that never again shall the Jew 
become an easy target for any would-be slanderer. I have 
heard from those who have considerable communal experi- 
ence that there is still too much respect paid to those who 
have been materially successful, with little attention paid 
to their standard of ethics, and that high places in communal! 
life are still given.” He stressed the need for seeing that the 
Jew’s commercial standards were beyond reproach, and 
_ his actions should not bring opprobrium to the name 

ew. 

Dealing with the problem of vocational guidance, Mr. 
Taylor said that an attempt at a solution of this problem 
had been made by the B'nai B'rith, while THe Jewrsn 
- Curonicie had opened a special bureau to deal with the 
matter. If, as a result of the war, economic conditions 
deteriorated, the consequent ill-feecling would seek an out- 
let, and what easier outlet was there than the Jew? A re- 
Orientation in our attitude towards the careers of our 
children was called for. “Are education and trade things 
apart? Must the Jew devote himself only to the professions, 
and even then only to a limited number of professions?” 
Ogly latterly had they, in this country, given attention to 
this question of vocational guidance, and even now, through 
lack of funds and lack of that sense of preparing for the 
future, there is no publicly known and scientifically 
organised Jewish central bureau-——apart from the offices of 
THe one could seek vocational! 
guidance. ©“ The wider the field. of the Jewish  bread- 
winner, the more contacts will he make in his social sur- 
roundings, and the better will be the understanding of the 
Jew and the sounder will be the basis of his economic 
structure.” 

Prior to the address, the monthly meeting of the First 
Lodge of England was held in. the Students’ Common 
Room, Woburn House. An appeal was made for male 
workers at the Stepney (B'nai B'rith) Jewish Girls’ Club.

GIFTS FOR PERSONS IN ENEMY 
TERRITORY 


Board of Trade’s Warning 
GRAVE RISK INVOLVED 


We have received the following note from the Board 
of Trade: 

The sending of money to persons and agencies in neutral 
countries in order that parcels of food or remittances may 
be forwarded to people living in enemy territory has reached 
such serious proportions that the Government will very 
shortly have to institute proceedings in the considerabie 
number of cases which are now under observation. 

Among the thousands of remittances of money which 
are believed to be leaving the country every week, a certain 
number come from refugees and members of the Jewish 
faith, whose uppermost thought is for their less fortunate 

relatives living in enemy territory. They do not realise 
that it is an offence under the Trading with the Enemy 
Act to send directly or indirectly money or other assistance 
to persors living in the countries occupied by the enemy 
and that they are liable to serious penalties. The 
humanitarian motive in having money or parcels trans- 
mitted. in this way is only too well appreciated by the 
authorities, but the hard fact remains that such action means 
giving material assistance to the enemy, particularly as this 
traffic has now reached huge proportions. kt is reported, 


for example, that the quantity of food parcels sent from— 


Holiand alone in January amounted to 224,000 kilos and 
was twenty-three times greater than in January, 1939. 
Ft is difficult for the authorities to bring this matter to 
the notice of every one of the thousands of refugees, of 
charitable bodies, and other persons who are responsible. 
Notices have been sent to a number of refugee clubs and 
hostels, but there is still no indication of this practice 
ceasing. The United States Government, it Is reported, 
have already stopped this traffic, and the British Govern- 
ment is reluctantly obliged to act likewise. Already, 275 
cases of remittances stopped through the censorship last 
week. Investigations sah a that a proportion of the 
money sent is going to fraudulent agoncies. :

THE UNIVERSITIES OF INDIA 


Small Proportion of Jewish Students 
A LAND FREE FROM ANTI-SEMITISM 


[From a Correspondent] 


India has nineteen separate universities. With the 
exception of those at Bombay, Madras, Calcutta, 
Travancore, and Rangoon (Burma), there are very few 


_ Jewish students attending. The total number of Jewish 


students in the Indian universities is less than 200, of 
whom one-third are women. 

The relatively small proportion of Jews who attend 
university in India is due to the fact that until recently 
most Jews in that country concentrated on commerce 
and. trade. 

In Bombay, in 1937-38, there were only forty-four 
Jewish students; in Madras (to which. Cochin is 
affiliated), only’ fourteen; in ‘Rangoon, eight; and at 
Travancore, three. In each of these five towns there are 
Jewish Communities. Calcutta, Bombay, Madras, and 
especially Cochin, Trivandrum, and Rangoon are the 
principal centres of Jewish life in India and Burma. The 
aggregate number of Jewish students being so small, a 
Jewish student society is impracticable. In St. Xaviers 


College, Bombay, one was attempted, but it proved a 


failure. 
Sabbath and Holy-day Arrangements 


Exemption for the Jewish Sabbaths is not granted. 
But the examinations scheme is so arranged in Madras 
as to avoid candidates having to sit on Saturdays and 
Holy-days. Most colleges grant casual leave for 
religious reasons. The Rangoon University grants leave 
for the Jewish New Year, Yom Kippur, and Tabernacles. 


Hebrew forms a subject in the curriculum of several 


universities. Students for Rabbinical and Ministerial 
training are not provided for, since there is no institution 
in India comparable to Jews’ College, of London, and 
no Yeshivot. 


In the Indian universities, the Bene-Israels, the “* Black 
Jews,’ and the Baghdadian and other Sefardic Jews 
from Spain and Portugal are all classed as “Jews.” In 
Bombay, nearly 80 per cent. of the Jewish university 


- Students are Bene-Israelites. Though originally knowing 


very little of Jewish religious practice and precept, they 
are being re-educated into the Jewish fold. The “ Black 
Jews” of Cochin have always been observant Jews. 

It is gratifying to note that the rising generation of 
Jews is keen. on education. There is no anti-Semitism 
in the universities, and thanks to India’s liberal senti- 
ments the Jewish students; whether in colleges or in 
schools, are regarded with esteem and respect. The 


Jewish students. are engaged upon a variety of subjects. 


HUNGARIAN NAZIS BUSY 
New Anti-Semitic Drive 
GRIEVANCES OF HITLER’S BOOT-LICKERS 


A new anti-Semitic drive by the Hungarian Nazis and 
their sympathisers has begun. M. Milotay, Editor-in-Chief 
of the Us MAGYARSAG and a supporter of the former 
Hungarian Premier, Dr. Imredi, denounced the Jews in a 
leading article and blamed “international Jewry” for the 
fact that news which might be favourable to Britain and 
France was appearing in the Budapest press and on the 
Hungarian radio. | 

After quoting the Nazi White Book, M. Milotay declared 
that the book proved that “ the Jews were seeking to extend 
the war theatre so that the Gentiles on both sides should 
exterminate each other and leave the Jews in power.” 

The Government organ Her Fox makes similar attacks 
on the Hungarian journalists abroad, especially the editors 
of the “ Parisi Kurir™ for “ poisoning the atmosphere by 
smuggling in Allied propaganda.” “In spite of the two 
Jewish laws,” the paper concludes, “the hundred-headed 
hydra is more active than ever.” 

The Hungarian. Nazi Arrow-Cross papers are demanding 
the suppression of the Liberal pro-Jewish daily Esti Kuri 
and Count Bethlen’s Conservative anti-Nazi NYoLto 
UssaG. They accuse them of “hysterical un-Hungarian ” 
tactics, for hinting that Hungary and other neutrals are 
endangered by the German conquest of Denmark and Nor- 
way, and for referring to Hungary's military weakness. 


Jews Barred from Swimming Baths 


With the approach of warmer weather the Nazi organisa- 
tions in Prague have posted notices at all city baths for- 
bidding Jews to enter. Nazis are picketing the entrances 
to the baths to enforce their unauthorised orders. 

Meanwhile, the Ministry of Education is. experiencing 
great difficulty im carrying out the anti-Jewish laws in the 
educational institutions which require the dismissal of all 
Jews engaged on teaching staffs. Many Jewish professors 
and teachers have already been dismissed, but a number are 
still at work, especially in the Schools of Commerce, and 
the Ministry is unable to find “Aryan” Hungarians to 
replace them. 

An order has been issued by the Hungarian Government 


providing that all Jews born in Russia and in the Soviet 


zone of Poland must register with the police. It is feared 
that this order will be followed up by wholesale expulsions 
from Hungary of Jews born in Soviet Russian territory. 


RACIALISM IN ITALY 
Name-Changing Unpopular 


The organ of the anti-Semitic Racialists in Italy, the 
DiIFESA DELLA Razzia, confesses the failure of the warning 
issued by the Government Racial Department that Italian 
“Aryans " who have Jewish-sounding names should change 
them into real Italian names. A flood of applications was 
anticipated. But only about 2,000 were actually received. 

The same paper also attacks those “Aryan” students who 
are engaging the services of the expelled Jewish professors 


to help them to pass their examinations.

Anti-Semitism of Falange 


PROTOCOLS FORGERY REVIVED 


The position of the handful of Jews in Spain, according 
to a Jewish Telegraphic Agency message, 1s ing well- 
nigh desperate. The Spanish Minister of the Interior, who 
is an open advocate of Nazi racial doctrines, is making the 
existence of the Jews more and more unbearable. They 
are denounced by the Spanish Nazi Party, the Falange, as 
Communists and friends of the Western democracies and 
therefore allies of France and Great Britain. The situation 
in Spanish Morocco is no better than in Spain itself. The 
Jews there are denied even the most clementary rights. 

It is understood that while the Spanish Minister of the 
Interior does not contemplate any anti-Jewish legislation, 
he prefers to carry out his anti-Jewish policy by secret 
police measures which do not alarm public opinion. 

The number of Jews in Nationalist Spain is very small, 
and the few German-Jewish refugees are in prison. 


A great deal of anti-Semitic literature is being circulated 
in Franco's Spain. In the history textbooks the reign of 
Isabella and Ferdinand is praised for the radical solution 
of the Jewish question, every crime being attributed to the 
Jews. The two chapters dealing with that period could have 
been written by Julius Streicher himself.

PERSECUTION CONTINUES 
More Nazi Bestialities 
HORRORS OF THE NEW GHETTOES 


A series of new anti-Jewish decrees have been issued 
by the German authorities in Cracow, according to a 
report which has reached the Jewish Telegraphic Agency 
m Parts. These decrees have been displayed in a con- 
spicuous place in the premises of the Cracow Jewish 
Community. 

One of these decrees orders all Jews to shave off their 
beards, another prohibits Jews from entering any “ Aryan” 
restaurant or café, a third forbids Jews to carry on any 
political discussion, and a fourth orders every Jew wishing 
io start a conversation with an “Aryan” to declare, “I 
am a Jew.” 

lt is.further stated that all Jewish shops in the main 
streets of Cracow have been confiscated. Jews were given 
only six hours to clear out of their flats in the central 
districts ‘of the city. ; 

Further details of the segregation of the Jews of Lodz 
im the ghetto show the ruthless manner in which the. Nazis 
are carrying out thew vile process. Jews. are prohibited 
to take with them more of their possessions than one person 
can carry, and, of course, these must include no valuables. 
The use of vehicles for transferring movable property has 
been prohrbited. 


When. transferrmg to the ghetto, each Jew is required . 


io fil an a registration card which he has to hand in 10 
the Gestapo office in charge. the Jew is also required to 
hand over the keys of his flat after locking all doors and 
windows. In certain. sections of the Pomorska and 
Konstantinowska Streets the Jews are required to spend 


some time in quarantine before being transferred to the

The Black Hole of Lodz 


The segregation of the Lodz Jews is being carried out 
.m groups, each of which consists of about 300 persons. 
The Jews are usually given notice in advance and must 
report themselves to certain Gesiapo branches. There they 
are warned by Gestapo officials that anyone attempting 
10 leave his group whilé marching to the ghetto will be shot. 

They are then marched to the ghetto, where they are 
handed over to representatives of the Jewish Community 
with mstructions to place them in rooms which have been 
assigned to them. Sick people can only be carried if they 
can produce a doctor's certificaic that they are unable to 
walk 

The houses im. the Lodz ghetto are frightfully over- 
crowded, between six and ten famihes having to live in one 
small house under appalling sanitary conditions. 

In addition to segregating the Jews in the ghetto. the 
Nazis are still compelling many other Jews to board cattle 
irucks, when they are sent off to an unknown destination. 

According to an. eye-witness’s, account by a Jew who 
escaped from Czenstochowa, one of these freight trains 
with several hundreds of Jews from Lodz recently passed 
through Czenstochowa. Although the train: stopped at 
that town for many days, the Jews were not allowed to 
descend, and it was only after a number of them had died 
from hunger and thirst that the local Jews were allowed 
supply the remainder with food and water. 

Many Jews who have not yet been transferred to the 
Lodz ghetto are trying to smuggle themselves out of the 
city in the hope of reaching Warsaw or any other city in 
the German-oceupied territory.

ENDEKISM SURVIVES. 
A Traitor in Cracow 
JEWISH PAPER IN ANGERS OBSTRUCTED 


A new example of the survival of the Endek ‘spirit in 
Poland was demonstrated recently by a most contemptible 


action in Cracow. A Polish member of the Cracow Citizens’ 


Advisory Council actually asked the Nazis for the immediate 
introduction of “a Jewish ghetto in Cracow,” 

The Citizens’ Advisory Council was formed by the Nazi 
Governor Franck. hts object ts, in the official Nazi language, 
to “co-operate ” with the German authorities. The members 
are local Poles and its Chairman is Herr Zoerner, a Nazi. 
Jews, of course, are excluded. At a meeting held recently, 
Mr. Rymar, a former Endek M.P. and the leader of the 
Endek or Polish National Democratic Party in Cracow, 
asked the Nazi Chairman to put on the agenda the question 
of a Jewish ghetto.. The Chairman put the item on the 
agenda; but the motion obtained only four votes. 

The news has produced a most profound shock to all 
Polish Jews and to Polish democrats, Mr. Rymar was known 
for his anti-Jewish tendencies and always spoke violently 
against Jews in the Polish Diet and in the Town Council of 
Cracow, of which he was a member 

Endekism, however, is not confined to Poles in Poland, 
but unfortunately is surviving amongst Poles abroad. This 
is indicated in a report from Angers, the temporary Polish 
capital and seat of the Polish Government. About a fort- 
night ago a new Jewish weekly, printed in Polish and entitled 
Pr7yYs7Losc, appeared in France. Dr. Schwarchardt, the 
Jewish representative in the Polish National Council, was its 
founder and a prominent: contributor. He was. greatly 
surprised to learn that certain Poles in Angers objected to 
thts Jewish paper being sold in the streets, and actually 
attempted to prevent the French vendors from displaying it. 
Dr. Schwarcbardt found that the French newsvendors had 
been bullied by local Poles into refusing to sell the Jewish 
weekly. 

The Endeks, it seems, have learned nothing. Dr. 
Schwarcbhardt writes that this experience has.“ caused bitter- 
ness even among Poles” who, like the Jews, could scarcely 
believe that such a thing could happen in Angers in 1940.

In a preface to 
this book the Falange editor states that “it was General 
Franco who stopped the realisation of the Jewish plans.” 


NAZIS IN CZECHOSLOVAKIA 


‘¢ Blue Book ’’ of Persecution 
TRIBUTE TO JEWISH INTELLECTUALS 


The Czechoslovak National Committee has issued the 
first part of the “ Blue Book ” dealing with Nazi persecution 
in the Czech Protectorate. The document is chiefly devoted 
to the maltreatment of stadents and intellectuals. It poimts 
out that many Jewrsh professors were dismissed by the 
Nazis immediately after the occupation of the country. 

“ By this inglonious act.” the “ Blue Book” declares, 
“Czechoslovak science lost some first-class men, includmg 
Professor Schoenbaum, the world-renowned mathematician 
and statistician: Professor Jakobson, the famous philologist; 
and Professor Otokar Fischer, the authority on German 
literature and translator of Goethe's * Faust’ mto Czech.” 

Professor Fischer, the “ Blue Book ” states, died follow- 
ing a nervous breakdown. He was.” the first victim” of 
Nazi brutality in the Czechoslovak scientific world. | 


FESTIVAL LEAVE FOR BULGARIAN JEWS 


A decree issued by the Bulgarian War Minister states that 
all Jewish soldiers in the Bulgarian Army will be given 
leave on Jewish Festivals, including the whole of the eight 
days of Passover, two days of Pentecost, the two days of 
Rosh Hashanah, the Day of Atonement, and the last two 
days of the Feast: of Tabernacles. 

A similar decree issued by the Bulgarian Ministry of 
Labour provides for leave of absence for Jewish civil 
servants in Bulgaria during the same Jewish Festivals. The 
Bulgarian Ministry of Justice has also ordered that Jewish 
parties in legal cases as well as Jewish witnesses and members 
of juries should be exempted from appearmg in the court 
on the same Holy-days. 

Recent statistics shaw that in 1928 the Jewish population of 
Sofia amounted to 17,038, as compared with 19,330 in 1927. 
There has been no appreciable increase in the Jewish population 
of the Bulgarian capital since that date.

WORLD UNION OF JEWISH STUDENTS 


A temporary office of the World Union of Jewish Students, 
the headquarters of which have been transferred to the 
United States of America for the duration of the war, 
has been established in Geneva to deal especially. with the 
question of relief for Polish Jewish refugeee students. The 
office will also endeavour to resume relations with the 
various national Jewish student bodies affiliated to the. World 
Union, and to represent the interests of Jewish students on 
the various international student committees and organi-

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THE DEPUTIES WE 
DESERVE 


IN a few weeks from now a new Board of Deputies 
falls to be elected. There was, therefore, a certain 
air of timeliness about the debate on the methods of 
election of the Board and on its finances which occu- 
pied much of the meeting last Sunday. The’ imme- 
diate occasion of the discussion was the report of a 
Committee ‘which had been appointed to consider 
these and cognate matters. The reports of the 
speeches show that nothing new on the subject really 
emerged. 


For many years now there have been conerlaiats 
of the indifference shown by members to the Board's 
work: of the “ pocket borough ” system under which 
second of even third raters- hold seats by virtue: of 
their willingness to pay the dues their “ constituen- 
cies ” ought to meet; of the often farcical character of 
the elections which it would be a gross perversion of 
the King’s English to describe as democratic, of the 
inadequacy of the present electoral system with the 
synagogue as its basic unit, a system which is sup- 
posed to leave large tracts of the Community unrepre- 
sented; and so on and so. forth. All this is not only 


familiar, but generally agreed. The result of the.. 


debate was characteristic. The Committee had 
advised that there could be, at such a moment as the 
present, no change in the system of representation, or 


in the methods of assessment or of raising funds. 


And the Board’s expiring cry at this, the last meeting 
before the election, was an endorsement. of — this 
recommendation, together with a wish that further 
investigation shouldbe pursued in any way thought 
desirable. 

It is easy enough to criticise the Board. But one 
must be just and realistic. ‘Despite its defects, the 
Board has made, over a long period of years, a real 
contribution to the Communal.welfare, and it has to 
be recognised that the reform of abuses is a matter 
upon which it is easier to grow volubly emotional 
than. rationally constructive... How could the demo- 
cratic ideal of direct election be instituted in present 
communal conditions? . How create a “ scientific ” 
system —- to use the President’s word — with consti- 
tuencies and all the paraphernalia of democratic 


government, in a Community like ours? Mr. DIAMOND 


declared that if the possibility was dismissed by the 


Committee it was not from want of trying. We can 


well believe it. 

And the reason is not far to seek. To put it briefly, 
there is in point of fact no visible basis for a truly 
democratic Board of Deputies in the Anglo-Jewish 
Community. 
nation or of only a section of it, can exist only if the 
democracy wishes it and is ready to make sacrifices 


for it. This has been demonstrated by instance after 


instance abroad. Democratic institutions would not 
have perished in those countries if the peoples had 
sincerely desired their continuance and had been 
ready to fight for them. And so it is with our own 
Community. 


It is because a large proportion of English Jews - 
are not teally interested in a democratic Board of 
_ Deputies, and often know little about the Board and

Democratic government, whether of a 


its work, that the old basis of representation dating 
back more than a hundred years, still survives. It is 
largely due to the same cause that such proposals for 
reform as the institution of a register of members of 
the Community are to-day impracticable—you may 
set up a register but you cannot compel individuals to 


enter their names on it, or to use the vote which it 


would carry. To the same source are traceable the 
evils of “ pocket-boroughs,” sham elections, the 


_ apathy of members, and the ignorance which even 


to-day moves individuals to ask why the Deputies do 
not do this, that, and the other. Indeed, the only 
matter for surprise is that, in such conditions, the 
Board should have functioned as usefully as it has 
done, that.it should present the record of impeccable 
probity which is so greatly to its credit, and that it 
should have, during its career, attracted men of 
ability, of high sense of public duty, to its service— 
those men to whom gratitude, not always rendered, 
is really due for such work as it has done and such 
status as it has achieved. 

And if lack of interest in the Board is the most 
usual attitude of the Community it is varied, at 
times, and for short periods by an attitude just as 
harmful, when misguided enthusiasts, forgetting the 
fact that the Board its for the most part a voluntary 
unauthoritative body, talk and argue as though tt 
were a Parliament in the full sense of the word. 

In short, the fault lies not in the Board but, as with 
more than one communal body, in the Community. 


~The shortest way to reform the Board would be for 


the Community to reform itself. Somehow, British 
Jewry must be made to want its Board of Deputies, 
to care about it, and to respect it, The presence of 


danger might effect that object, just as, according to 


the time-honoured legend, danger restores the stray- 
ing Jew to his faith. That the danger is already on 
the horizon is plain even to the dullest mind. But 
surely it would be better that the Community’s interest 


' in and respect for its Board of Deputies should spring 


from an intelligent appreciation of al] that could be 
done by such a body in the building up of a happy, 
progressive, and respected Jewry, rather than from 
last minute fear of impending dangers. 

To awaken an appreciation of the position amongst 
the rank and file of the Community is an urgent 
necessity which should be pressed on the communal 
leaders. 
popular mind that upon the coming Deputies elec- 
tions and the Community’s concern in them— 
particularly by those able men who have hitherto 
held aloof from the Board—may. well depend the 
security. and destiny of our people and the advance- 
ment of its dearest mterests in the critical years that 
lic immediately ahead.

HOW AMERICA TACKLING IT 

Ir is important to point out that the large number of 
Jewish adolescents who have availed themselves of the 
latter facility does testify to a growing desire of our 
youth to reach out to fresh fields and pastures new in 
their way through life. The only question is whether 
the task of helping them on to those new and less- 
crowded paths ought not to be tackled on a far more 
comprehensive scale. In the United States, where there 
is a great awareness of the situation both among Jews 
and non-Jews, two very enthusiastic young men have 
recently set up a bureau, equipped with statisticians 
and economists, and enjoying the co-operation of 
Chambers of Commerce and educational institutions. 
Its purpose is to provide guidance in the choice of a 
career. It publishes a regular bulletin in which pros- 
pects in various occupations are analysed. And its 


slogan is that the young should begin, five years before 


going out into the world, to think of the career they 
favour, so that tastes would then have time to. crystal- 


lise; and opportunities to be clarified with expert 


co-operation. There may be something in this plan for 
imitation nearer home. But the task ought not to be 
thrown on public-spirited individuals. 


REFUGEES AND THE EXPORT TRADE 


THe other day the Association of British Chambers 
of Commerce held its annual meeting and the dominant 
feature of its discussions was the urgent necessity at 
this moment of sustaining and increasing the nation’s 
export trade. Some understanding of this prime 
necessity was evineed in the setting up of an Export 
Council. But it would seem that even now the oppor- 
_ tunities which exist at the nation’s own doors for 
' increasing the momentum of this drive for foreign 
trade are insufficiently grasped. In particular, the 
special qualifications for this purpose of many of the 
refugees now among us appear to be woefully and 
wastefully neglected. At any rate the inane cry “ intern 
the lot” seems more in evidence than any rational 
attempt to use their services in a cause that is vital to 
the country. 


EXPANDING BRITISH MARKETS 


Recentty, the Committee for the Development of 
Refugee Industries, of which Mr. A. S.. Comyns 
Carr, K.C., is Chairman, appealed, through the 
columns of THe Jewish CHRONICLE and other papers, 
to refugees with knowledge of the export trade to get 
into touch with them. The replies received clearly 
show, Mr. Comyns Carr told our Special Correspon- 
dent, that there js in Great Britain a body of people 
possessing an invaluable acquaintance with trading. 
conditions both in Europe and the rest of the world, as 
well as widespread trading connections in the vast 
majority of industries, And not only that, but in many 
instances the refugees who replied are in a position, on 
the technical side, to show us how to.make goods. which 
have not hitherto been made here and the manufacture 


of which is of the utmost importance if British trade is to 
be expanded. 


NO TIME FOR WASTE 


IN a great many cases the refugees say that 
their former customers are writing to them here. In 
short, all the conditions are present for a most valuable 
and vital service to the national war effort. That such a 
useful opportunity should have been allowed to run to 
waste during all these ‘months is tragic and inexplicable. 
The attention of the various Government Departments 
concerned is being drawn to the Committee's inquiries. 
It is to be hoped that they will get a move on. 


‘THE JOINT ALLIED PROTEST 


THe joint Allied protest against the abominable treat- 
ment of Poles in the area now under Nazi domination 
contained a specific reference to the sufferings of 
Polish Jewry. It is not often that Jewish martyrdom 
is thus singled out for mention in a State paper, or joint 
State paper, and that it should have received such 
pointed notice on the present occasion is a matter. for 
satisfaction. It is to be hoped that it implies something 


of a pledge that in the post-war settlement the claim 
_ for justice of the Jewish part of the Polish —" | 
will be properly borne in mind, 
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“SURPLUS” JEWS 

Sucn a claim, however, finds no reflection in the 
apparent idea, still undiscarded in certain high quarters, 
of treating a portion of Polish Jewry as surplus population 
marked out for emigration when the war-drums cease to 
throb and a resurrected Poland resumes its free and happy 
life. And it is not surprising that such an idea has been 
flatly rejected in all responsible Jewish quarters. Jews 
were. not considered “surplus” during the Nazi’s war 
on the country, when their help was needed. On what 
moral ground could they be regarded as “ surplus” 
during the ensuing peace? The Jews cannot be 
embraced as citizens when the devil is sick, and thrown 
overboard when the devil is well again. To accept the 
“ surplus ” theory, with its implications for other lands, 
would be to lay the axe at the very roots of Jewish 
emancipation and render the Jewish lot unbearable 
every where. 


STATESMANLIKE—BUT . . . 


ALL this talk of surplus population is only an indict- 
ment of statesmen’s prejudice and political incapacity. 
It is a cheap-jack short-cut to a prosperity which could 
be much more sanely and wholesomely achieved by a 
provident and far-seeing development of the national 
resources, in which Jews would be no more “ surplus ” 
than would be non-Jews, and non-Jews than Jews. The 
folly, and the wickedness, indeed, of the “surplus” 
obsession are fully realised by the Foreign Secretary of 
the Provisional Polish Government, M. Zaleski. In 
his speech at the last session of the Polish National 
Council, he insisted that it was utterly wrong to believe 
that what was bad for the Jews was good for Poland, 
and equally wrong to make the compulsory emigration 
from Poland a central item of the Polish Government's 
programme, 


ANTI-SEMITISM SOLD POLAND 


Tuts policy was favoured by the last Polish Govern- » 


ment. But M, Zaleski emphasised the extent to 
which the anti-Semitism of the old Government had 
contributed to the weakness of the State in the face of 
Nazi Germany—a fact which this paper has constantly 
stressed. The place of Poland, he wisely sees, is among 
the democracies—and not the morally decadent, 
reactionary, and strife-raising countries for which there 
can be no hope in a tolerable world. The new Poland, 
he declared, must build up her internal life on the 
democratic principles of freedom and civic equality, 
and her great problem was to be just and humane. 
We can only hope that all the orator’s colleagues are 
penetrated with the same ideals. But, frankly, the 
presence of anti-Jewish Endeks and Endek sympathisers 


in the Polish National Council, and the prejudice of the. 


press organ of the Polish Government, cannot fill Jews 
with a too robust confidence in the future of Polish 
policy, As a British observer recently remarked: 
-“ Poland must look out that by folly she does not lose 
the Peace.”’

MANCHESTER TALMUD TORAH 
Successes in Rose-Sunlight Competition 


[From our Correspondent] 


At a meeting of the Manchester Talmud Torah Council, 
at which Mr. E. Raffles and, later, Mr. S. H. Steinart, J.P., 
presided, Rabbi Dr. A. Altmann reported on a tour which 
he and other members of the Council of Manchester and 
Salford Jews’ Evacuation Co-ordinating Committee had 
recently made of the various Lancashire reception areas to 
which local Jewish schoolchildren had been evacuated, and 
on the reorganisation measures which had been decided 
upon in view of the reduction in the number of Jewish 
children remaining evacuated. The Jewish Evacuation Com- 
mittee was remaining in existence in case the Government 
again organised large-scale evacuation. 

The Rev. Dr. L. W. Slotki reported that there were now 
over two hundred children in attendance at the main Talmud 
Torah School in Bent Street, and nearly a hundred at the 
branch at “Woodthorpe,” Bury Old Road. In the recent 
Rose Sunlight competition held between all the Talmud 
Torahs of London and the Provinces, out of eight money 
prizes offered, five, including the. first prize of £35, had 
been won by pupils of the Manchester Talmud Torah. 

Councillor A. Moss said that from figures which he had 
received from the Manchester Education Committee, he 
judged that there were many Jewish children in the 
Cheetham area who ought to be attending the Talmud 
Torah. | 

Mr. Raffles presented the financial statement for January- 
February, which showed: income £411, expenditure £453. 
He acknowledged £100 from the Samuel Finburgh Memorial 


Fund, a grant of £50 from the Evacuation Co-ordinating 


Committee towards the cost of Talmud Torah work in a 
reception area, anda contribution of £100 from Mr. Golding 
towards the Talmud Torah Special Appeal. 
Mr. Steinart announced that Mr. W. 1. Simon had again 
won the Bernard Forster Silver Cup, awarded for the highest 
purse-box collection brought in during the year. 


THE PADRE AND THE PARNASS 
Christian Chaplain Orders a Minyan 


Rabbi K. Rosen, of Manchester, one of the newly 
appointed officiating chaplains, heard, on one of his tours, 
of the following incident, which illustrates the good fellow- 
ship existing among various denominations serving tm the 
British Army: 

A Jewish soldier recently chanced to mention to a visiting 
Christian Padre that he wished to observe Yahrzeit in the 
traditional Jewish way, namely, by prayers with a Minyan. 


’ The Padre promised to seek out the Jewish soldiers in the 


vicinity, but managed to find not ‘more than four. Accord- 
ingly. he got in -touch with the nearest Jewish Community, 
in a small provincial town, and insisted, in a telephone 
conversation with the President of the Congregation, that 
six persons be sent over to the camp on.a date which he 
named. 

These virtual “Army orders”. were obeyed, and the 
Jewish soldier was able to perform his act of piety and 
say Kaddish with a Minyan,.through the kind and prompt 
intervention of the Christian Padre.

Dr. Cosgrove said that since the outbreak of war he had 
paid regular visits to men stationed in different parts of 
Scotland, and he had found that the vast majority of them 
were exceedingly proud of their Jewishness, They realised 
that they were ambassadors with a dual réle to fulfil— 
to give loyal service to their country and also to the Jewish 
people. 

Dr. Cosgrove said he had frequently been questioned 
by Jewish soldiers regarding the Jewish attitude to war, 
and he had replied that Judaism had always preached peace 
as its great ideal and that, according to the Jewish rehgion, 
the world was based on peace, but that the causes of war 
were perversion of justice, and so long as there was injustice 
in the world there could be no real peace.

“THOMAS MANN” 
Anglo-Palestinian Club Lecture

These are typical extracts from some 250 replies that 
have been received from refugees now in th» country by 
the Committee for the Development of Refugee Industries, 
which recently appealed (through THe JewisH. CHRONICLE 
and other papers) for refugees who have knowledge of the 

’ export trade to get into touch with them. 

_ The replies clearly show, I was told by Mr. A. S. Comyns 
Carr, K.C., Chairman of the Committee, that there is in 
this country a body of people with an invaluable know- 
ledge of trading conditions both in Europe and the rest 
of the world. These people have trading connections with 
practically every country in the world, and in the vast 
majority of Known industries. 

“In many cases, they are in a position on the technical 
side to show us how to make goods we have not formerly 
made, and the manufacture of which is vital if we want 
to expand our trade,” Mr. Carr pointed out. 


Former Customers Retained 


“ Further,” he went on, “in a great many cases they say 
their former customers are writing to them here.” 
i was told that the attention of the various. Government 
departments concerned was being drawn to the preliminary 
results of this investigation Also that a very lengthy 
questionnaire had been sent to many of those who had 
replied. Mr. Carr urged on me the importance of stressing 
that all questions should be fully answered, “even if they 
do seem over-claborate.” 

His Committee are now ready to deal with any inquiries 
for specialised refugee labour so far as the home and foreign 
markets are concerned. For instance, if a British firm 
manufacturing oilcloth wants an expert who is acquainted 
with “the oiicloth needs of the Balkans,” such a person 
can be supplied. 


Not An Employment Agency 


The Committee does not, and cannot however, act as a 
gencral employment agency for all types of refugees. Re- 
. quests for jobs of a general nature should not be sent into 
them. Although in some cases they are trying to set up 
refugees tn. businesses of their own, it is recognised that 
this is a lengthy. process. and it is therefore felt that it. is 
best fo introduce experts into existing organisations. 

! asked Mr.-Carr about the relations of his Committee 
with other bodies doing similar work. He said that they 
were in Close touch with Bloorhsbury House, and that they 
desired closer co-ordination with similar bodies. “In our 
view,” he said, “it is highly desirable that there should 
be not only co-operation, but even amalgamation between 
the various bodies.” 

“ The refugees,” Mr. Carr commented, “ are in the main 
the friends and not the enemies of Britain. They want to 
work for us. Let us offer them the hand of friendship, and 
accept the goods that they can give.”

Mr. Roland Robinson, Con. M.P. for Blackpool, 
informally to the Colonial Secretary last week on proposals 
for refugee settlements in British Guiana with which he 
is in contact.

The 
first is San Domingo, where they have got settlers actually 
in. Among others contemplated is British Guiana. Before 
a concrete proposal is put up to the British Government 
through the Intergovernmental Committee, it is necessary 
to secure finance for the scheme. 

“I went to Paris to discuss this with M. van Zeeland, and 
he left for New York afterwards to confer with American 
authorities. While Britain is preoccupied with the war, 
Americans are prepared to go on and get refugee settle- 
ment established. I had a long talk with him, and I am 
co-operating with him. 

“The settlement in the first place will be experimental 
in order to discover if it is practical. I suppose they will 
not put more than 500 picked pioneers there to begin with. 
A certain amount of agricultural work would go side by 
side with industrial. It is hoped that the first settlement 
would prove that the people could. become self-supporting. 
They could grow most things they want except wheat. 

“] found while in America that there is a great deal 
of influential support for the idea of an experimental settle- 
ment. All refugees are in mind and not Jews only, but 
when the scheme is ready——-perhaps about two months hence» 
—it is proposed to put it forward in collaboration with 
Jewish interests.” 

Mr. Robinson knows British Guiana at first hand, and 
is Chairman. of the largest gold-producing company there. 


FRIENDLY ATTITUDE OF 
NEW TRIBUNALS 


Not Deceived by Spy Scare 


ifrom our Special Correspondent} 


First reports from the new Aliens Advisory Committees, 
all of which are- working now, are most encouraging. No 
spies, or people prepared “to stab England in the back,” 
have been found. Instead, from various parts of the country 
I have had reports of the most friendly treatment of enemy 
aliens who have appeared before the Committees. 

In Newcastle, for instance, about thirty aliens with B 
certificates and about seventy with C were asked to hold 
themselves in readiness to appear before the Committees. 
On the first day, some Bs were made Cs, a few Bs were 
confirmed, and in one case a decision was put off. 

In London, seventeen enemy aliens were asked to appear 
at Court 3, Bow Street. Only six of these were examined, 


_ and none was ordered to be interned. Those to whom 


I spoke emphasised particularly the “ great friendliness ” 
of Mr. R. Burrows, K.C., the Chairman, and the other two 
members of the panel—one a man, the other a woman. 


ACTION AGAINST STEAMSHIP COMPANY 
Refugees Win 

A group of Jewish refugees have won their case in the 
Pirei Court of Thessaloniki for breach of contract 
against a Greek steamship company which failed to 
transport them from Rumania to Palestine. The 
company pleaded that it was not liable as its contract 
was null and void because it Was made for the purpose 
of transporting illegal immigrants contrary to Palestine 
immigration laws. 

The court, however, ruled that the contract contained 
no clause violating Greek law and that, furthermore, 
the transport of Jews expelled from their countries to 
another country did not constitute any violation of 
international law. 


FROM ONE HERO TO ANOTHER 


Mr. H. Stern, an Austrian refugee of fifty-seven years 
of age, who has been in this country since a few days before 
the Anschluss, has presented a silver cigarette case to 
Lieutenant-Commander B. T. Turner, the first man to go 


aboard the Altmark to effect the rescue of the British 


prisoners in February of this year. 
Mr. Stern declared that he wished the souvenir. which 


he himself won on the battlefield fighting for Austria in 


the Great War, to be given to a man of. the Cossack who, 
by saving 300 prisoners, delivered them from the horrors 
of Nazi captivity from which he himself very narrowly 
escaped. The cigarette case was presented to Mr. Stern 


to commemorate gallantry in a patrol action which he led, 


and is inscribed with the names of the Archduke Eugene, 
and officers of the Austrian General Staff. a as

NATIONAL SAVINGS SCHEME 


Bill Before Parliament 


CHIEF REGISTRAR’S APPEAL 


From Mr. JOHN FOX 
(Chief Registrar of Friendly Societies) 


To the Editor of THe Jewisu CHronicie 


Sin,—There is a Bill now before Parliament containing 
a clause which will extend to friendly societies the power to 
accept subscriptions and deposits from members to be 
invested on their behalf in tional Savings Certificates, 
pm trl Bonds, or other Government securities to be 
approved. 

object of the clause is two-fold. It will enable 
the members of friendly societies individually to save to 
an unlimited extent through their socicties, and at the same 
time it will enable the Friendly Society movement as a 
whole to help the Chancellor of the Exchequer to provide 
what he has described as “the fourth arm of defence.” 

Since friendly societies were first recognised by Parlia- 
ment nearly 150 years ago, the movement has been notable 
for its loyalty and public spirit, and I was confident that it 
would be the wish of an overwhelming majority of the 
members of friendly societies.that the movement should 
take its part in the War Savings Campaign. The 
enthusiasm with which the proposal has been received by 
the leaders of the movement, with whom I have been able 
to discuss it, has surpassed even my expectations. 

The National Savings Committee have been good enough 
to supply me with particulars of their various schemes for 
the co-operative purchase of Nationa! Savings Certificates. 
A stamp scheme has been selected as being that, most 
appropriate for friendly societies and branches, and in the 
near future details will be sent to all societies on the 
register. 

It is perhaps not too much to hope that every society 
and branch will participate and, in due course after con- 
sidering the scheme, it will only be necessary to let. me 
know that it will be adopted. This should be done by 
méans of the pastcard which will be sent with the scheme. 

On receipt of the card I shall be able to register, without 
any further application, the rules which will give the society 
or branch power to work the scheme. It. will be of interest 
to know. that the general rule extending the objects of the 
society or branch will be in a form suitable for framing, 
which will be a lasting memento of the society or branch's 
participation in a great patriotic effort. 

May I, in conclusion, appeal to every society and branch 
to send the postcard when they get it and so help in making 
the project an overwhelming success. | : |

-LOSING N.H.I. BENEFIT 
War Bonus Effect 


The effect of the addition to wages of a war bonus—a 
temporary allowance in many cases—on the man who earns 
near to the limit of £250 a year, has often been to put 
him out of the National Health Insurance scheme. 

This problem was among the matters discussed last week 


at a meeting of the National Federation of Employees’ | 


Approved Societies. Mr. Henry Lesser (who was re-elected), 
in his Presidential address, drew attention to the effect 
of war increases on the position of some workpeople in 
the supervisory grades, who had ceased therefore to be 
compulsorily ‘insured. 

Such workers, he poinied out, had the right to become 
voluntary contributors, but as such were not entitled to 
medical benefit, and thus a 3s. or 4s. a week war bonus 
resulted not only in their having to.pay the whole of the 
contributions themselves but deprived them of medical 
treatment. 

Resolutions adopted by the Federation urged that the 
temporary war allowances granted to meet the increased 
cost. of living should be excluded from the calculations 
of remuneration for National Health Insurance, and that 
the limit of income for compulsory insurance in respect 


of non-manual workers should be raised from £250 to £400.

Resignation from Reform Synagogue 


The Rev. Vivian G. Simmons, Minister of the West 
London (Reform) Synagogue, Upper Berkeley Street, has 
resigned his office after twenty-six years of service. He 
will now be able to undertake certain work which he has 
long wished to complete but for which his heavy ministerial 
duties have left him little time. His resignation has been 
accepted by the Council of the Synagogue with regret. Mr. 
Simmons will continue his close association with the Syna- 
gogue, and it is understood that he has placed his services 
at the disposal of the Congregation in any emergency, and 
that the fruits of his many years of experience in its 
Ministry will still be available in counsel.

departed, and from the child's 
point of view his absence puts the entire 
world out of joint. Daddy may 
apparently play a very minor part in the 
datly life of his littl son or daughter, 
‘but to the intensely business-like mind of 
the toddler, when he is not there some- 
thing is drastically wrong with the whole 
picture. Nor does it mend matters if the 
absence of Daddy is treated as a minor 
happening. by the members of the family 
who remain. It is not a minor matter. 
It is a really vital and disturbing factor, 
which, if not properly and sympatheti- 
cally dealt with, may seriously pervert 
the character of the child who to non- 
seeing eyes is playing “ just as if nothing 
had happened”: in the garden of the 
fatherless home.

Stuffed Baked Apples

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Few, if any, of the Seder services for the Jewish troops 
this week can be equalled in interest by two famous 
services held during the last war at Salonika. Among 
those present on those occasions were Dayan Gollop, 
now Senior Chaplain to the Forces, and Mr. William 
Hurwitz, the present Hon. Secretary of the Jewish War- 
Services Committee. In 1916, the Chief Rabbi of 
Salonika, the late Jacob Meir, invited to his house the 
Jewish officers in the Allied armies. There were 
present British, French, Serbian, Italian, and Greek 
officers, the great majority speaking only their own 
tongue and trying to converse with the others in a sort 
of military “lingua franca.” Yet when the service 
started all were at home with the Hagadah—Hebrew 
was their historical bond. In 1918 Dayan Gollop con- 
ducted in Salonika a service for nearly 600 men of all 
ranks in the Allied armies. Though the majority were 
British, such famous regiments as the Zouaves were also 


represented. All the provisions were supplied by the 


British Army and the local Jewish community. The 
_ Jatter’s act was more than generous, since they had 
-siffered huge material damage through the famous 


great fire in Salonika.

STREET NAME COMMEMORATION 


The death of Sir Osmond d’Avigdor-Goldsmid calls 
to mind the fact that members of his family are com- 
memorated in several street names in Hove (Sussex). 
There is a Davigdor Road, a continuation of which is 
Goldsmid Road. Turning out of the former is Osmond 
Road, and at their junction is Julian Road. Off Crom- 
well Road, which is a continuation in the opposite 
direction of Davigdor Road, is the well-known 
Palmeira Avenue, which runs alongside the County

Increase in Distress Cases 
LOANS TO GIRL STUDENTS 


Unostentatious but extremely useful work is recorded 
in the annual report of the Union of Jewish Women, 
for 1939, now issued. It is printed as a pamphlet only 
as a war economy. 

Recording special gratitude for the legacy of the late 
Mrs. Lizzie Barnard (a member since 1906), who left her 
furniture and the residue of her estate, amounting to £2,856, 
to the Necessitous Ladies’ Fund, the report points out that— 

“ This legacy is particularly welcome at the present time 
when distress among educated women is widespread and the 
calls on this Fund have in consequénce greatly increased. B 
the middle of the year many women who were making a liveli- 
hood in various ways found their means of existence gone: 
and since the outbreak of war many who have never before 
had to rely on outside assistance have turned to the Union 

A most interesting section of the report covers the work 
of the Loan Funds. These funds are available to enable 
educated Jewish girls and women to train for professional 
and other careers. Loans are granted to cover fees, main- 
tenance, and expenses incidental to training. During the 
year reviewed, nine new loans were made for training for 
electro-therapy, hospital almoner, teaching (4), secretarial 
work, industrial art, dress designing and cutting; nine 
additional loans were also madé to students already in 
training. 

Repayments to the Loan Funds during the year amounted 
to £250, and five loans were paid off. Fifty-two loans are 
outstanding, amounting to £2,704, 

From the Helen Lucas Bequest sixty-seven grants were 
made (amounting to £429); thirty-eight for holidays and 
twenty-nine for convalescence. A feature of the Bequest 


is that the individual is free to make her own arrangements, — 


after these have been approved by the trustees. 

Other matters touched on are the Union's help for 
refugees; its presenting of a purse-to the Queen for the Safer 
Motherhood Campaign; and its representation on the 
Central Committee for Problems of Evacuation. 

The report concludes with a note on finance which points 
out that the.year unfortunately ended with a deficit in spite 
of the most rigid economy, but the Committee appeals fo 
members to see that the work is not curtailed. The bank 
overdraft is £53. 

Viscountess Samuel, the President, is the signatory to 
the report.

DISTRIBUTION MAINTAINED 
SIR MAX J. BONN’S REVIEW 


The twenty-seventh ordinary general meeting of The 
United Glass Bottle Manufacturers, Limited, was held 
on April 18. at the registered offices, 8, Leicester Street 
London, W.C., Sir Max J. Bonn, K.B.E. (the Chairman), 
presiding. 

The Secretary (Mr. S. S. Kenyon), having read the 
notice convening the meeting and the -eport of the 
auditors, 

The Chairman said: My lords, ladies, and gentlemen, 

If [ may assume your wishes, we shall take the 
Directors’ report and accounts as read. (Agreed.) IT 
am particularly glad to have Major Dixon-Nuttall with 
us. I know it means a special effort for him these days; 
with the outbreak of war he assumed a responsible 
Home Defence appointment, under the Lancashire 
County Council, which necessitated his applying for 
leave from the Board, as it is practically impossible for 
him to absent himself from the area. We are also 
denied the services of Mr. E. A, S. Alexander who 
rejoined his regiment, upon mobilisafion. We should 
like to envisage their early return to normal duties. 

You will also wish to extend your good wishes to the 
many members of our staff and workpeople who are 
engaged on war service; you will have the satisfaction 
of knowing that we have been augmenting their official 
pay by substantial assistance. They are assured of an 
eager welcome back. 


THE DIRECTORATE 


In July tast, Mr. William Harrison tendered his 
resignation consequent upon his retirement from active 
participation in the Management of Distillers Co., Ltd. 
We gratefully appreciate his helpful co-operation, more 
particularly in easing the transition period following the 
merger of British Bottles, Lid., of which he had. been 
Chairman for so many years. | shall have great pleasure 
in asking you later on, to confirm. the appointment of 
Mr. Thomas Wilkinson who has taken Mr. Harrison's 
place. As a member of the D.C.L. Management Com- 
mittee and as Chairman of John Haig and Co., Ltd., he 
represents both specialised knowledge and great experi- 
ence of general business; they have already proved of 
benefit to your interests. 

There are many difficulties in presenting the position 
of the Company and the resulis for the year 1939, 
against the background of the national emergency. A 
somewhat slower movement of our trade in: the earlier 
months was followed by an unprecedented onrush of 
business during the closing period of the year, represent- 
ing both fresh demands and delivery. instructions, ex. 
existing contracts. 


BALANCE-SHEET 


Dealing with the balance-sheet. it will be seen that the 
additions to freehold and leasehold property amount 
to £8,562. Plant and machinery at £598,052 (after 
writing off depreciation £102,130) compares with 
£645,071. The -items of fixed and loose plant, 
machinery, cic., are now shown under the one heading 
of “Plant and Machinery” in order to simplify the 
presentation of the accounts. The expenditure to date 
on Air Raid Precautions is £24,763, of which £10,000 
has been written off in this year's accounts. After 
allowing for a decrease in bottle stocks, and, on the 
other hand, an increase in raw materials and stores, the 
aggregate of £623,001 shows a decrease of £65,472 on 
the previous year. Debtors, including. dividends due 
from subsidiaries and since received, after making ample 

ovision for any doubtful items, have risen from 
471,619 to £650,105. Cash at £209,420 has increased 
by £60,736. On the liabilities side of the balance-sheet, 
sundry creditors, including provision for taxation and 
contingencies at £554,198 compares with £453,295. 


WAR LOAN INVESTMENT 
Our increased liquidity is largely explained by the 


: heavy decreases in bottle stocks, of which I shall have 


more to say. You will be pleased to know that the 
Board fas made a substantial investment on behalf of 
the associated companies in the recent issue of the 3 per 
cent. War Loan. Throughout the organisation, most 
enthusiastic support has been given to the U.G.B. 


National Savings Group, which is affiliated to the City 


of Westminster Committee. 

Ever since the September crisis of 1938, tt has been 
our policy to carry increasingly large supplies of raw 
materials, within the limits of their availability and our 
own storage capacity. The various extensions to 
factory space during recent years have been more than 
justified by the course of events. Since the national 
emergency our Transport and Buying Departments have 
been. confronted with daily changing problems and 
difficulties, and the Board wish to render due tribute to 
Mr. Roberts and Mr. Biram, the respective heads. You 
will be interested to learn that of late months we have 
made good progress in the development of various sand 
deposits, which promise to render us less dependent on 
foreign supplies, 


PROFIT AND LOSS ACCOUNT 


Turning to Profit and Loss Account, it will be seen: 


that the net profit is £248,443, as against the previous 
year £257,592. The satisfactory results—allowing for 
the steep increase in taxation, necessitating a provision 
of £150,000, as against £84,000—are mainly due to two 
factors; first, the greatly increased volume and velocity 
of trade during the last fivemonths of the year; secondly, 
an adjustment in prices early. in the autumn, sufficient to 
absorb the immediate upward movement in our main 
production costs, i.¢., increases in wages, fuel, freight, 
and insurances. At the present moment costs are run- 
ning ahead of prices charged: but provided trade remains 
at the present volume and our own costs remain around 
the existing level, we do not anticipate further increases. 
Your Board are fully alive to the dangers of the 
“ vicious spiral,” and our industry as a whole is keeping 
a careful watch on this whole question, probably one 
of the most important in the Home Front problem. 
After comparison with other peak periods, we have 
come to the conclusion that during September and 
December, delivery .demands—-after allowing — for 
ancreased consumption in certain lines and new develop- 
ments arising from the war—must, in some degree, have 
been im the nature of customers’ -anticipations. To that 
extent—obviously at best only an estimate—these over- 
deliveries would have been at the expense of the earlier 
part of 1940, short of some certainty that renewals of 
contracts would be ai the very high level of 1939. We 
have, therefore, with the ready concurrence of your 
Auditors, carried an amount representing the normal 
profit-rate on this amount of business to the credit of a 
“ 1940 Profit and Loss Suspense Account.” This is not 


a provision but a proper adjustment, just as discount 


applies to a bill not yet due. 
| ALLOCATIONS 


The. Board has allocated £18,350 to Debenture 
Redemption Reserve, bringing it up to £164,121; £50,000 
to General Reserve, now standing at £500,000; and 
£25,000 to Staff Benevolent Fund, which is brought up 
to £44,246. In previous years, you have endorsed my 
submission as to the need of gradually building up a 
substantial discretionary fund, in addition to our Pension 


Scheme. The increased allocation of £10,000 this year 


should require little pleading on my part, in view of the 
many uncertainties which are likely to confront us.. 
The year’s dividend on the Preference Shares £58,566, 
and the interim dividend on the Ordinary Shares £28,344, 
have been paid and it is now proposed to pay a final 
dividend on the Ordinary Shares of 6 per cent,, making 
9} per cent. for the year (same as last year) and a cash 
bonus of 24 per cent. (same as last year), both less 


Income Tax, £59,341, and to carry forward. a balance 


of £41,096. We have received a satisfactory contribu- 


tion by way of dividends from our main subsidiary 


companies, British Bottles Ltd. and Kork-N-Seal.

As to the future, we have made an excellent start this 
year; beyond that I can only promise you the Board's 
unremitting efforts amidst growing difficulties. _ 

The greater the demand, the greater the strain on 
our factories, whether measured in terms of skilled man 

wer and/or supplies. No words of mine can do 
justice to the splendid achievements during war con- 
ditions on the part of all our factories—especially 
during the recent days and nights of frost-bound 
endeavour. 

At the end of the year, Mr. Hecker, Manager of the 
Charlton factory, whom so many of you have met when 


' visiting these works, expressed the desire of retiring 


from active management. He leaves us assured of our 
deep sense of appreciation, just as We are confident 
of the competence of his successor, Mr. Harrison. 


THANKS TO STAFF 


You would wish to join the Board in offering all our 
factory managers and staffs, through Mr. Moorshead, 
our warmest thanks. I should like to remind them, as 
well as the authorities in Whitehall (the first by way of 
encouragement, the latter for their sympathetic con- 


sideration), that many of the purposes. which our 


industry serves, are of national importance, both from 
the point of view of home and export trade. 
We have endeavoured to adjust overwhelming 
demands in the following priority: 
(1) Actual Government requirements; 
(2) Bottles to be filled for export purposes; 
(3) Our own export of empty bottles; 
(4) General Trade—-where necessary rationing old 
customers slightly or even turning down new enquiries. 


EXPORTS 


Although the markets for our direct exports are 
limited, I am happy to say that they have shown a very 
marked increase.

I have seen estimates which 
justify us in feeling that we are making, no matter how 
humble, a contribution to the national effort. 

In conformity with Government policy, a Glass 
Industry Export Group has been formed within the 
last few days: Mr.‘W. H. Pilkington has been elected 
Chairman, and our Mr. Judd Vice-Chairman, as repre- 
senting the glass container section of the industry. I | 
therefore feel assured that the dependency of our export 
business on a broad basis of home trade, owing to the 
problems of mass production, will be adequately 
stressed.

The outstanding feature has been the pronounced 
confidence and strength of British Government stocks. 
Moderate investment support for the Funds. has been 
seen, which reflects the optimism of the public con- 
cerning British financial stability and the outcome of 
the war. 

Other markets have been far more irregular. Home 
rails, for instance, have fluctuated wildly following news 
of a 10 per cent. increase in charges from May 1. 
Various industrials have been adversely affected by new 
taxation, while securities with Continental connections 
have been marked, down in sympathy with advices from 
overseas. There has been no selling of any consequence 
and it can be said that the undertone of markets is quite 
satisfactory. 


EAGLE STAR 


Although the life business of the Eagle Star Insurance 
Co., like that Of most insurance companies, suffered a. set- 
back im 1939, the report shows that the Company's important 
general business was remarkably well maintained. There 
was increased premium income from fire, general, and 
marine insurance, while accident, motor, and employers’ 
liability premiums declined only slightly. | 

[he increase in marine premiums from £275,060. to 
£426,899 was particularly striking, and there is a transfer 
of £25,000 from this account to profit and loss, the first 
such transfer for some years. 

The Company's gross investment Income in the general 
accounts. rose by about £12,000, though increased taxation 
reduced the net yield to £335,552, against £358,392. It 
should be noted, however, that this still.more than covers 
the dividends paid, amounting to £312,167, including 
maintenance of the ordinary dividend at 30 per cent. 


UNITED GLASS BOTTLE. 


Sir Max. Bonn, at the annual meeting of United Glass 
Bottle Manufacturers, made special reference to the recent 
formation of a Glass Industry Export Group, of which Mr.

Since the beginning of 1940, the 
New York price has declined and the London price, . alter 
increasing to Is. 14d. in February, has again declined to about Lid. 

ihe current price of rubber 1s no more than sufficient to give 
4 reasonable return on restricted production. The outlook for 
the remainder of 1940 is naturally rather obscure. In the United 
States. although. another recession in business activity has set in, 
it is not generally expected to be severe. So far as rubber is 
concerned, the American questionnaire figures are reassuring, 
for they showed American consumption amounted to 155,000 
tons during the first quarter, Probably there will be an increased 
demand for tyres for original equipment because the output of 
new automobiles is expected to be greater than it was last year; 
and although .eplacement demand may be less, it. seems inkely 
that the United States will use as much rubber in 1940 as in 1939, 

There is little sign of any serious decline in- the absorption of 
the Allied countries.or of the European neutrals, but with 
Germany and Poland eliminated from the market, the absorption 
during 1940 may. prove to be substantially below that of 1939. 
If the percentage were to remain ag 80 for the whole year, nearly 
1.350.000 tons of rubber could be exported, of which about 
80,000 tons would be barter rubber and about 1,270,000 tons 
would be available for ordinary trade purposes and additions to 
stock. This quantity could be produced, but it would doubtless 
prove to be a great deal more than the market could absorb at 
a reasonable tevel of price. A substantial reduction in the per- 


centage during the second half of the year may therefore be 


expected. 
The report was unanimously adopted. 


TRAVEL NOTES AND NEWS 


SPREAD-OVER HOLIDAYS 


Railway Executive Committee’s Statement 


Mr. G. Cole Deacon, the Secretary of the Railway Execu- 
tive Committee, has issued an important statement on the 
subject of the spread-over of holidays. 

The statement deals with the vital need for wise use 
of the railways during war-time. “The war,” it states, 
“has broken up old customs and habits: it has made drastic 
changes in the school life of the children. Few of the 
reasons which made August holidays popular now 
remain. "The assistance of organisers of labour, of 
big employers, of education authorities, and similar bodies 
is being sought, but in view of recent statements in the 
House of Commons that the spread-over arrangement must 
be a voluntary one, the active assistance of the millions 
of the public who make their holiday arrangements 
independently is of paramount importance. 

‘A suggestion,” he continues, “ which 1s gaining favour 
and which would still further case the transport task, is 
that mid-week bookings should be arranged by the providers 
of accommodation at resorts, and that employers should 
give facilities to their. staffs to take their holidays beginning 
on Tuesdays and Wednesdays, instead of at week-ends. 

“ Spreading the holidays,” he explains; “ would make no 
difference to the volume of passengers to be carried, but 
it would distribute the travellers over a longer period, so 
easing the task of transport organisations, and, at the same 
lime. ensuring greater comfort for holiday-makers 
themselves.”

WEITSUNTIDE ARRANGEMENTS FOR 
SHOPKEEPERS 


ihe London County Council directs attention to the 
following arrangements authorised -in respect. of 
Whitsuntide : 

shopkeepers: are required to close their shops as usual 
at the prescribed hours in the evening on each of the days 
before and after Whit -_Monday. 

lt is provided by the Shops Act, 1912, that; if a shop is 
closed throughout the whole of a Bank Holiday and that 
day is not the day fixed for the weekly half-holiday, the 
shopkeeper may .keep his shep open either on the half- 
holiday immediately before or on the half-holiday 
immediately after the Bank Holiday 

[he closing requirements of the Shops (Sunday Trading 
Restriction) ‘Act, 1936, are not affected by these arrange- 
ments. Shops to which these requirements apply must. be 
closed on Whit Sunday. 

A shop assistant need not be given the prescribed weekly 
half-holiday in the week immediately preceding a Bank 
Holiday if the assistant is not employed at all on the Bank 
Holiday and if he (or she) is also given a half-holiday in 
the Bank Holiday week. 

Any reported infringements of the Statutes will be dealt 
with according to law,

WRESTLER’S MAGNIFICENT

Champion in Four Countries

Fred. B. Oberlander, a prominent member of Maccabi 
Association London, who won the amateur heavy-weight 
wrestling championship of Great Britain last month for the 
second year in succession, has a truly magnificent record, 
the whole of which he has fought under amateur status. 
Here it is: 

Champion of Austria, middle-weight, 1930/31; Czecho- 
slovakia, middle-weight, 1932; France, middle-weight, Greek 
Roman, and catch-as-catch-can styles. 1933, France, catch- 
as-catch-can style, 1934 and 1935; Europe, middle-weight, 
catch-as-catch-can style (in Paris), 1935: France, Greek, 
Roman, and catch-as-catch-can styles, 1937; Great Britain, 
heavy-weight, 1939 and 1940 | 

In Vienna, Oberlander was a member of the Hakoah 
Club, which was attached to the Maccabi World Union. 
In 1936, he was selected for the Olympic Games, an honour 
which he declined because the Games were held in Germany. 

He told me how much he owed to his wrestling trainer. 
L. Schianger, also a Jew, and an amateur wrestler, who was 
three times European and twelve times Austrian champion. 
Schlanger, by the way. also now lives in this country, and 
has promised to help Oberlander organise a really worth- 
while Maccabi Wrestling Section. 3 

Oberlander is very keen to make a thoroughly good job 


of it. Wrestling is in his blood and he has the interests of 
Maccabi at heart.

After the repast, a cup of wee was borne 

to Father Abraham with a request that he 


would recite the Grace. Ut is a compliment — 


to be honoured with such a mitzvah in such 
a gathering, and the founder of the Hebrew 
race was not insensible of the deference paid 
to him. But he felt that he could not accept 
the honour. He was the father of Ishmae! 
as well as of Isaac. According to Jewish 
legend Ishmael did not respond to the teach- 
ings of his father and grew up a barbarian, 


and particularly ftatled to’ follow. those 


principles of courtesy and the laws of 
hospitality. which Abraham. so. faithfully 
observed, [In the course of time, _the 
descendants of Isaac suffered much from the 
rude treatment of the. descendants ol 
Ishmael; now represented by the Arabs. So 
Abraham feit he was not worthy to sas 
Grace at God's banquet.

I have drawn this old Rabbinic fancy out 
into the light not only because it is interest- 
ing in itself but alsO because it contains a 
very important moral. We see here that 
even in bygone days there was a tendency 
to be over-diflfident, to cultivate an excessive 
humility, so that even the greatest names in 
Israel's story are represented as feeling them- 
selves unworthy. of distinction. This can be 
over-done, and I do not think [I can put the 
case better than it was put some fifty. years 
ago by Achad Ha’am: “ Our greatest need 
is emancipation from- self-contempt, from 
the idea that we are really worse than all the 
world. Otherwise we may in time become in 
reality what we now imagine ourselves to 
be.” To belong to a race which proclaimed 
the ideals of personal and religious liberiy is 
something to be getting on with!

Matches have been 
arranged at the Tel-Aviv Stadium between a French 
Army XI and Palestinian players; between British and 
French Army teams; and between Labanese and Palestinian 
civilians. 

The choice of referees has reflected the international 
character of these encounters. They will consist of one 
Briton, one Frenchman and two Palestinians. A cup is to 
be awarded to the team gaining the most points.

“Lear” at the Old Vic 
A Notable Production 


The production of Shakespeare's “ King Lear” at the 
Old Vic by Mr. Lewis Casson, along the lines of inter- 
pretation of Mr. Granville Barker, is a noble and 
inspiring piece of work. 

As Lear, John Gielgud’s acting is one of those superb 
exhibitions of artistry and skill which, by their very technical 
perfection, make appreciation to glow. The difficulties of 
interpreting this part have been written upon time and again. 
To fail to present a Lear in all the fullness of that remark- 
able réle is scarcely to fail but rather merely to confirm 
these well-known difficulties. Beauty of diction, sensitive- 
ness, imagination—all these Mr. Gielgud reveals in plenty. 
But what we do not get is that most tragic feature, a basic 
grandeur and toughness of spirit linked to a mind that is at 
once subtle and petty. It is no mere foreknowledge of 
events that makes Mr. Gielgud’s Lear in prosperity promise 
much more than his Lear in adversity performs. Perhaps 
Mr. Gielgud lacks that streak of vital masculine coarseness 
which is so important an ingredient in Lear's authority. 
And s0, while the alertness and the evidence of sensitive 
observation is there, the many-flavoured relish of the tragedy 
resolves itself into a too simple pity. 

A keen and vigorous Edmund is provided by Jack 
Hawkins. Mr. Casson gives us a Kent, and Nicholas 
Hannen a Gloucester of strength and integrity. The wicked 
sisters of Kathleen Nesbitt and Fay Compton fairly exude 
their nicely differentiated iniquities. Jessica Tandy is a trifle 
too namby-pamby as Cordelia—a lady who was as stubborn 
in her virtue as was her father in his folly. Stephen Haggard 
is an unusually knowledgeable Fool; and other distinguished 
performances come from Robert Harris, Harcourt Williams, 
and Andrew Cruickshank.

** The Women ’’ at the Strand 
Revival of Recent Saccess 


Clare Boothe’s “ The Women ” is enjoying the rather 
rare distinction of a speedy West End revival. It is not 
—_ ago that it was one of the successes of Shaftesbury 
Avenue. 

By custom, the kind of behaviour on the part of women 
which this play so strenuously portrays, is named after the 
domestic cat—though actually rvation would reveal that 
the scratching and spitting and stealthy approaches involved 
in feline amours are practised by the male of the species. 
However, for want of a better word it is simplest to describe 
this play, in which men do not appear, as mass-produced 
American cattiness, revealed to the accompaniment of scarlet 
claws, beauty salons, exercise parlours, and all the 


paraphernalia whereby ingenious American enterprise 


extracts the wealth accumulated by ingenious American 
enterprise. 


The present cast has not quite the naturally hard-boiled 


transatlantic qualities of the original production. but it does 


very well all the same. Mary Alice Collins, who was in the 

original version, is again excellent, and Gwynne Whitby, who 
ovides the decent relief to this mass of merciless man- 
unters, gives an attractive performance.

THE CZECH. TRIO 

Artists Steeped in the Tradition 
At the Wigmore Hall, the Czech Trio had a programme 
which was attractive by its unusual nature, all the works 
being by Czech composers. Smetana, Suk, Novak, and 
Dvorak each contributed one trio, but only the Dvorak 
Trio Op. 65 could have been known to many of the 
audience. There was much in Joseph Suk’'s trio which 


marked it out as the most grateful of all the four works, 
for it ‘was delightful in its unpretentious melody-making. 


- Smetana’s trio was, like all this composer's work, lively 


and charming, but Novak's “ Trio quasi una Ballata,” the’ 
latest work of all the four (it was composed in 1900) 
betrayed the new spirit of restless search after novelty at 
the expense of broad melodic line and orthodox construc- 
tion. The Czech Trio is an excellent combination, and it 
is good to hear Czech music played by artists who are 
obviously steeped in the tradition. 


END OF NEW METROPOLITAN SEASON 


The New Metropolitan Orchestra had a magnificent finish 
to their season at the Central Hall, when a request pro- 
gramme attracted a full hall—and the Central Hall takes 
some filling. It must have made Serge Krish’s heart glad 
to see his endeavours so splendidly crowned with success. 
Che items which had been requested were attractively varied, 
drawn from Smetana, Mozart, Chaikovsky, Grieg, and 
Liszt. Chaikovsky’s Fifth Symphony was the heaviest work 
played, and under Serge Krish's direction it was given a 

rformance which, if lacking in subtlety, was not lacking 
im Splendours. Maurice Cole played Grieg’s Pianoforte 
Concerto, but my own preference of the evening was the
